London, Oct. 31.—The feverish activ¬ 
ity in naval preparations which char¬ 
acterized lest week has abated, but 
naval reports show that British war 
vessels are so disposed as to keep a 
sharp watch on all movements along 
the proposed route of the Russian Bal¬ 
tic squadron, including the Canary 
Islands, where the Russians have pre¬ 
pared elaborate arrangements for coal¬ 
ing from German steamers. Admiral 
Rojestvensky's four battleships remain 
at Vigo; but according to some reports 
the firing In the North sea was done by 
Admiral Voelkersam's squadron, which 
Is now at Tangier. 

The Russians' own inquiry Into the 
Dogger Bank affair was opened at Vigo 
on Sunday; the British Inquiry will 
open at Hull forthwith. The inquest 
will be resumed at Hull on November 
2. The Russian embassy has canveled 
its istrucllons for a representative to 
attend the inquest as it considers the 
case closed.

North Sea Affair. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 30.—The world 
wdli doubtless take particular satisfac¬ 
tion in according Emperor Nicholas, to 
whose initiative The Haj^ue convention 
owed Its existence, the honor and credit 
of having proposed an honorable solu¬ 
tion of the North Sea incident, which 
might have plunged Russia and Great 
Britain into war. by an appeal to its 
rules. Nevertheless the Associated 
Press learns on every high authority 
that this diplomatic triumph belongs to 
M. Deleave, the French Foreign Min¬ 
ister. Wheq the Yellow Book of France 
and the Blue Book of Great Britain 
covering this Incident are issued, some 
very Interesting diplomatic history will 
be disclosed.

Of the Report that Rojestvensky 
Wants To Resign Command. 

Vigo. Spain, Oct. 30.—Inquiries here 
fall to obtain the slightest confirmation 
of the report published In the United 
States that Vice Admiral Rojestvensky 
has requested Emperor Nicholas to re¬ 
lieve h!rn of his command. The Rus¬ 
sian Consul General h^re said io the As¬ 
sociated Press that he was not aware 
that there wos any question of replac¬ 
ing the Admiral, and that he did not 
believe such a propoeltfon had ever 
been raised. 

It is believed that the international In¬ 
vestigation here of the North Sea in¬ 
cident has begun. The British cruiser 
Iauioaater. which was here for some 
time yesterday and departed in the 
evening, after her commander had con¬ 
ferred with Vice Admiral Rojestvensky 
on board the Russian flagship Knlaz 
Souvaroff, returned to-day, and there 
was another conference between the 
British and Russian naval commanders 
on board the flagship of the latter. Sub¬ 
sequently the Lancaster sailed for Vil- 
Jaga^rcitt, where it is supposed the Brit¬ 
ish channel fleet has assembled. 

There are five British warships cruis¬ 
ing off Vigo, evidently watching the 
Russian vessels here. 

The Spanish Foreign Office has given 
out a statement to the effect that Rus¬ 
sia has asked Spain's permission for 
the ships of Admiral Rojestvensky's 
squadron to remain in Vigo until the 
investigation of the North Sea affair 
shall have been concluded. Spain, ac¬ 
cording to the official statement, con¬ 
sulted with the representatives of the 
several Power*, who gave their approv¬ 
al. The authorization, however, ap¬ 
plies only to Russian vessels now at 
Vigo. 

The British yacht Ventura is In this 
port, and appears to be watching Ihe 
movements of the Russian squadron. 

The Russian Admiral and subordinate 
officers of the Baltic squadron receive 
ovations whenever they come ashore. 

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 

Not Likely To Be Enlarged By Im¬ 
perial Proclamation. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 31. 2:55 a. m.—The 
report published in Paris on October 25 
and which subsequently was cabled to 
the United State* that the Emperor is 
about to Issue a maid feet o according 
almost complete freedom to. the press, 
so far as can be ascertained here, is 
untrue, and receives no credc-nce in the 
best Informed circles. It is true, 
however, that ns compared with the 
administration of M. Plehve and his 
predecessor* In the Ministry of the In¬ 
terior, the restrictions on the press have 
been so relaxed that the newspapers 
feel that they are almost enjoying ac¬ 
tual freedom, although it is not the 
sort of freedom enjoyed under Consti¬ 
tutional Governments. It is also true 
that a project of reform of the press 
administration is under consideration, 
which Is expected to still relax existing 
restrictions.

M. Dclcasse at once suggested 
tin Inquiry to establish facts through 
an international commission under The 
Hague convention, ottering the sugges¬ 
tion simultaneously to both povern- 
ments. through Ambassador Gambon to 
Foreign Minister Lansdowne and 
through Secretary Boutieron. in Ambas¬ 
sador Bompaid's absence, to Count. 
Lamsdorff. The idea found instant 
favor both here and in London, and 
Thursday night the Russian and B/lt- 
l«h propositions, identical in effect, act¬ 
ually crossed each other on the way to 
the respective capitals.

Pass the Straits Shadowed By a Brit¬ 
ish Torpedo Boat. 

Gibraltar, Oct. 30.—Four Russian tor¬ 
pedo boat destroyers passed through the 
strait*, eastward bound, this forenoon, 
shadowed by a British torpedo boat. 
The British Mediterranean squadron 
has been signaled twenty miles distant. 

The British mobilization maneuvers 
at Gibraltar were brought to a close 
to-duy. This is regarded as indicating 
that no apprehension is entertained of 
further complication* with Russia. 

Save Japs On Trawlers. 

Paris, Oct. 31.—The Petit Journal's

THE TRIBUNE'S ESTIMATE. 


New York. Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Near¬ 
ly all of the Greater New York jour¬ 
nals have predictions and estimate* to¬ 
day of the probable results of the elec¬ 
tion Tuesday week. The most surpris¬ 
ing of these are those of the Brooklyn 
Eagle and the New York Tribune. It Is 
simply amazing to the reader that 
these ’'estimates” should be so far 
apart. The Tribune brings Roosevelt 
to the city with over the McKinley vote 
of 1900 and gives him the State by from 
50.000 to 60.000. On the other hand, the 
Brooklyn Eagle, an Independent Dem¬ 
ocratic paper, and the only paper in 
Greater New York that guessed right 
on the election a year ago, has made a 
preliminary postal card canvass of the 
vote for President and Governor in 
New York City. Its methods of ob¬ 
taining data and of making computa¬ 
tion* are exactly similar to those use<) 
in 1901, 1902 and 1903. These canvasses. 
It may be remembered, \?ach predicted 
within a few hundred of the actual 
vote.

The Eagle expressly states that these 
results are ''Indications, riot predic¬ 
tions,*' and adds: ”lt may be that when 
the returns are received from the four 
day* of registration, the results from 
which will be printed next Sunday, the 
figures may be changed. Past experi¬ 
ence. however, shows that there Is dif¬ 
ference only in degree between the pre¬ 
liminary and the final canvasses, and 
the tendency Is rather toward the 
slight enlargement of the Indicated re¬ 
sults." 

Just how the Eagle can give Judge 
Parker nearly 10,000 more votes in 
Manhattan and the Bronx than Judge 
Herrick, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor. Is a perplexing question that 
is bothering the politicians, for It Is 
generally believed that .Herrick will 
run ahead of Parker In Greater New 
York at least 30,000 votes. 

After carefully going over the vote 
of recent years, comparing losses and 
gains. I am convinced that the Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate will car¬ 
ry Greater New’ York by about the 
same plurality as did Bird S. Coler 
when he raj* for Governor two years 
ago. namely, 12L\000. I do not think 
that Roosevelt can overcome this vote 
up the State, though the Republican 
managers appear to be confident that 
he will come to the Harlem with 150.000, 
or 20,000 more than did Gov. Odell. 
This would give Roosevelt the State by 
about 30.000. I do not think they can 
turn the trick, though the Odell ma¬ 
chine In the State is a wonder for pro¬ 
ducing amazing Republican majorities.

Oct. 30.—Prolonged and tu¬ 
multuous scenes have occurred in the 
Chamber of Deputies during the course 
of debate on proposals for the prosecu¬ 
tion of certain Deputies. When the 
discussion was resumed Saturday the 
disorders consequent on the opposi¬ 
tion's obstructive tactic* compelled a 
suspension of the sitting and the ap¬ 
pointment of a secret committee to 
give judgment concerning insults ex¬ 
changed during the debate. The sitting 
was subsequently resumed. The oppo¬ 
sition repeatedly demanded roll calls on 
votes and the proceedings were heated 
and disorderly. The President, being 
threatened with personal violence, had 
to be protected by the clerks and at¬ 
tendants. The crucifix behind the 
President’* chair was overturned by 
blows of sticks; all the writing mate¬ 
rial on adjacent desks was swept to the 
floor and Inkstands were flung at the 
Vice President. Premier Maura was 
present on the ministerial bench from 
7 o'clock in the evening, declaring he 
would not leave till the sitting ad¬ 
journed. w’hich did not occur till late 
this evening. 

It Is reported that Premier Maura 
will suspend the sittings and ask th* 
chamber for a vote of confidence.

Destroy Russia’s Only 
Smokeless Powder 
Magazine. 


IGNITED BY JAP SHELLS. 


FIEE SPREADS AT PORT AR¬ 
THUR AND RAGES ALL DAY. 


A THIRD GENERAL ATTACK. 


The Armies In the Vicinity of 
Shakhe River Are In 
Close Touch. 


NO FIGHTING OF IMPORTANCE. 


A third general attack on Port Ar¬ 
thur is reflxmted to have begun on Oc¬ 
tober 24 and to have been still In prog¬ 
ress on the 26th. On the latter day 
the Russians’ only smokeless powder 
magazine was exploded, the fire spread¬ 
ing to the town and raging all through 
the day. Russian trenches on the slope 
of Rihlung mountain w’ere taken by 
the Japanese. In the vicinity of the 
Shakhe river there have been no de¬ 
velopments of moment, though the 
armies are in close touch. 


ARMIES IN CLOSE TOUCH. 

Glim Humor Over Occupation and 
Reoccupation of a Village. 

Mukden, Oct. 30.—There hnve been a 
number of skirmishes along the whole 
front, but no development of any seri¬ 
ous import has yet appeared, though 
the armies are in the closest touc and 
a general engagement may be precipi¬ 
tated at any time. At one point the 
trenches are only 400 yards apart. They 
are separated by a small stream, which 
Is the only water supply in the neigh¬ 
borhood. By mutual consent there is no 
firing on the water carriers who visit 
the Htream with buckets. 

Several positions have already 
changed hand* many times. It I* re¬ 
lated that in one village, which had 
been taken and retaken by the same 
men on both sides, Capt. Polka,noff. on 
being driven out one day, left a note 
In the hut w’here he had passed the 
night saying he would like to know the 
name of the Japanese officer who was 
in the habit of occupying the hui in hls 
absence. A little later Capt. Polkanoff 
retook the village and. going through 
his old quarters, found the following 
note In perfect Russian: 

'T am Capt. Yamata. I would be 
greatly pleased to make Capt. Polkan- 
off’s acquaintance.” ^ 

To-day was unusually quiet along the 
whole front. The Russians are in the 
habit of harassing the Japanese in the 
trenches at night. Last night Russian 
scouts threw’ a hand grenade txito a 
Japanese trench near Sinchlnpu, caus¬ 
ing great confusion. The Russian 
scouts also discovered that the Jap¬ 
anese are moving many batteries to 
the front, though as yet all have been 
carefully marked. 


THE FATE OF ALEXIEFF 


FELL DEAD AT FEET 

OF GOV. LA FOLLETTE. 

Archie Christie Was About To Shake 
Hands With the Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive. 


Milwaukee, Wis.. Oct. 30.—A special 
from Baraboo. Wis.. says: "Former 
County Treasurer Archie Christie drop¬ 
ped dead at the feet of Gov. La Fol- 
lette on the platform of the local hall 
in w’hich the Governor spoke. Just a* 
he was about to grasp the hand of the 
executive In congratulation at the con¬ 
clusion of his address. The Incident 
created excitement among the people In 
the hall. Death was caused by heart 
trouble. 


Is a Matter of Considerable Specula¬ 
tion At St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 31, 2:25 a. m.—The 
military situation has not yet developed 
anything of great Importance, though 
the fight at the Buddhist Temple hill 
on October 27 appears to have been 
decidedly a heavy engagement. It 
probably Indicates that final moves on 
both sides are now occurring, prepara¬ 
tory to another long and seriotig bat¬ 
tle. 

Viceroy Alexieff is now on the w’ay 
to St. Petersburg. The nature of hls 
reception here is the food for much 
speculation. Some of his friends still 
cling to the idea that he will be made 
chancellor of the empire with his resi¬ 
dence In the winter palace, where, it 
is said, a suite of apartments ha* al¬ 
ready been prepared for him. On the 
other hand, many declare that his polit¬ 
ical career is practically over and that 
bis reception at St. Petersburg, while 
officially cordial, will mark the end of 
his political ascendancy. It is rumored 
that the Viceroyalty of the Caucasus 
will be revived for hls special benefit, 
which would constitute a compliment¬ 
ary and comfortable sort of exile. 

FREQUENT ATTAfi^.3 

Against the Japanese Outposts By 
the Russian Forces. 

Tokio. Oct. 30, 6 p. m.—A report from 
the Manchurian army headquarters re¬ 
ceived to-day records a successful night 
attack against the Russian outpost at 
YVumingteun and tw’o counter attacks 
made by the Russians. The report Is 
as follows: 

"On the night of October 28 a small 
force of the enemy attacked Waituo 
mountain, but were immediately re¬ 
pulsed. October 29 at 3 o’clock In the 
morning a detachment of infantry was 
dispatched from the center army 
against Wumingtsun. The enemy was 
surprised and the houses occupied by 
the enemy w’ere set on fire. 

’’Wumingtsun is located midway be¬ 
tween the outposts of both armies. 
Using the place as a base, the enemy 
made frequent night attacks against 
our outposts. On the night of October 
28 a force of the enemy of unknown 
strength attacked an eminence near 
Kantaokangtzu, but vfas immediately 
repulsed." 

OUTPOST SKIRMISHES, 

With Minor Russian Successes, Re¬ 
ported by Kuropatkin. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 30.—Gen Kuro- 
putkm has telegraphed as follows, urde 
dale of October 29: 

I have received to-day no dispatch 
reporting encounters with the enemy. 
During a cavalry reconnaissance yes¬ 
terday. alter an infantry fight, support¬ 
ed by artillery, we occupied the village 
of Chlantsanhena.il. The enemy has re- 
lired from Slndtapu. On October 28 our 


chasseurs, with Insignificant losses, re- 
tallied a village, a kilometer west of 
Chenlianpu. against a violent Japanese 
bombardment.” 

Gen. Kuroputkin also records other 
outpost affairs, including the Russian 
reoccupation of the village of Tynsln. 
a short distance south of Luidzlatung. 
whence they had been previously ex¬ 
pelled by the Japanese, who burned the 
village. 


THIRD GENERAL ATTACK 


On Port Arthur Is Said To Have Be¬ 
gun On October 24. 

Che Foo, Oct. 30. 9:30 p. m.—The 
third general attack on Port Arthur be¬ 
gun October 24. according to unim¬ 
peachable authority, and on October 26, 
Japanese shells set fire to the only 
smokeless powder magazine in Port 
Arthur. Portions of the town caught 
fire, the conflagration continuing the 
whole day. On October 26 th** Japan¬ 
ese captured the Russian trenches on 
the slope of Rihlung mountain, also 
a fortified position protecting that fort 
res*. The Japanese consider ihe prog 
ress of the siege to be highlyVitlsfao 
tory. 

SAW A MAN THROWN 

INTO A COKE OVEN. 


Mason town, Pa.. Oct 30.—Steve Borck. 
employed at the Bessemer Coke Plant, 
reported to-day that late last night he 
saw a man thrmvn \nto a coke oven 
and cremated. Borck says he saw 
three men scuffling on top of an oven, 
and & moment later saw two of them 
Jump to the ground and disappear in 
the darkness. Coroner Hagan to-day 
ordered the oven drawn when Black¬ 
ened human bones and teeth were 
found. The murdered man and hls as¬ 
sailants are unknown. 


NEGRO WOMAN 


CONFESSES THAT SHE CUT HER¬ 
MAN HEUCK TO DEATH. 


THEY FELL OUT OVER MONEY 


And a Desperate Fight Followed, In 
Which the Man Was Killed. 


Cincinnati. Oct. 30—M iry Bogle, col¬ 
ored, to-day confessed to killing Her¬ 
man Heuck, white, and was charged 
wi>th murder in the first decree. Heuck 
was a machinist and a nephew of Hu¬ 
bert Heuck. proprietor of Heuck's 
Op rahouse, in this city. Since he and 
his wife separated he had lived alone. 
* Hearing cries for help from hls 
apartments Friday night, the po-llce 
searched the premises, finding Heuck 
dead and the negress hidden Ih the cel¬ 
lar. She stated thax she was with a 
negro named George Smrtth. and that 
Heuck took them to hls apartments, 
where they drank much whisky. Final¬ 
ly Heuck accused Smith of robbing 
him, when they fought. Heuck was 
killed and Smith escaped by climbing 
the back fence. She Insisted that 
Smith scaled the fence Just as the po¬ 
lice were entering the building. As 
she could not get over the fence or out 
of the buiidiing, she hid in the cellar. 
The police afterward took h?r through 
the colored districts hunting in vain for 
Smith, hut held her h* a witness. 

To-day she made a confession In her 
cell that there was no third person in 
the murder; that she was preparing to 
leave and aeked Heuck for money. 
Then he Accused her of robbing him. 
struck and kicked her. A table was 
turned over and the lamp extinguished, 
when a desperate fight followed In the 
darkness. She says‘ he attempted to 
throw her out of the window, at the 
some time calling for police. Meantime 
she had grab!^ hls knife from the 
table, and In defending herself stabbed 
Heuck to death. She said she had met 
Heuck on the street earlier In the even¬ 
ing and went with him to his apart¬ 
ments. 


SHOOTING AS RESULT 

OF POLITICAL DISPUTE. 


Masontown, Pa, Oct. 30.—About mid¬ 
night last night Clifford Hawley shot 
and wounded William Mordow in the 
arm. Hawley and Donohoe, who had 
never met before, became engaged In 
a warm argument on politics and Mor¬ 
dow stepped between them and ordered 
them to desist. For answer Hawley 
fired tw’o shots with the result given 
above. Hawley escaped and is sup¬ 
posed to be on the way to his home 
in Addysvllle, Hamilton county, Ohio. 

ELEVATOR COLLAPSES, 
CAUSING LOSS OF $350,000. 


Buffalo. N. Y., Oct. 30.—From some 
muse which cannot be definitely ex¬ 
plained, the Ontario elevator collapsed 
to-day and sank Into the waters of 
Evans slip. The elevator contained 
370.000 bushels of barley, a large por¬ 
tion of which lies at the bottom of the 
slip.

meet periodically | n the Interests of 
peace. The issue of the call while the 
present war Is In progress Is Justified 
by the fact that the first Hague con¬ 
ference was called before our treoty 
of peace with Spain was concluded. Thu 
text of the note follows;

The annual conference of the Interpar¬ 
liamentary Union was held this year at 
Si Louis, in appropriate coxmnbcttou With 
the World’s irair. Its deUberationa were 
marked by the same noble devotion to 
the cause of peace and to the welfare of 
humanity, which hod Inspired its former 
meetings. By the unanimous vote of 
deuegULes. active or retired members of 
the American Congress und of every Far- 
1 l amen t in Ewojk.* wRh two exceptions, 
the following resolution was adopted;

On the 24th of September uilimo, these 
resolutions wore presented to the Presi¬ 
dent by a numerous deputation of the In¬ 
ter^ rlhimentary Union. The President 
accepted the charge offered to him, feel¬ 
ing It to be rm»t anproiH'iate that the 
Executive of the nation which had wcl- 
ccroiod the cvmfereiicfc to ft* hospitality 
should give voice to Its impressive ut¬ 
terances in a cause which the American 
Government and people hold dear. He an¬ 
nounced that he would at an early day 
invite the other nation*, partle* to Th* 
Hague convention*, to reassemble with 
,i view to pushing forward toward com¬ 
pletion the work already begun at The 
Hague by considering the questions which 
the conference had left unsettled, wMth the 
express provision that there should b* a 
second conference.

The Existing War. 


In accepting this trust the President 
was riot unmindful of the fact so vividly 
brought home to all the world that a great 
war ts now In progress.

war Is no reason why the nations should 
relax the effort* they have ao sueccs*- 
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fully made hitherto toward the adoption 
©f rules of conduct which may make more 
lo.-note the chances of future war* &£“ 
tween them. In 1.S98 the conference of The 
Hague dealt solely with the larger gen¬ 
eral problems which confront all nation* 
and assumed no function of intervention 
or suggestion In the settlement of the 
terms of peace between the United States 
and Spain. It might be the same with a 
reassembled conference at the present 
time. Its effort* would naturally He In 
the direction of further codification of 
universal idea* of right and Justice wh.ch 
we call International law; Its mission 
would be to give them future effect. 

The President direct* that you will bring 
the foregoing considerations to the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister for Foreign Affair* of 
the Government to which you are accred¬ 
ited, In discreet conference with him as¬ 
certain to what extent that Government 
ie disposed to act in the matter.

Should his excellency Invite suggestion 
as to the character of the questions to be 
brought before the proposed second peace 
conference, you may say to him that at 
this time It would seem premature to 
couple the tentative Invitation thus ex¬ 
tended with a categorical programme of 
subjects of discussion. It la only by com¬ 
parison of views that a general accord can 
be reached as to the matters to be con¬ 
sidered by the new conference. It is de¬ 
sirable that In the formulntion of a pro¬ 
gramme the distinction should be kept 
clear between the matters which belong 
to the province of International law and 
those which are conventional as between 
Individual Governments. The final act of 
The Hague conference, dated July 29, 1899. 
kept this distinction clearly in sight. 

Among the broader general questions af¬ 
fecting thf right and Justice of the rela¬ 
tion of sovereign 8tates, which were then 
relegated to a future conference were: 

The rights and duties of neutrals; the 
Inviolability of private property In naval 
warfare, and the bombardment of ports, 
towns and villages by a naval force. The 
other matters mentioned in the final act 
take the form or suggestions for consid¬ 
eration by Interested Governments. 

The three points mentioned cover a 
large field. The first especially. touching 
the rights und duties of neutrals, is of 
universal Importance. Us rightful dispo¬ 
sition affects the Interest and well-being SubHemipntlv 
of all the world. The neutral is some- »uosequenuy 
thing more than an onlooker. Ills acts 
of omission or commission may have an 
Influence—Indirect but tangible—on a war 
actually In progress; whilst on the other 
hand he may suffer from the exigencies 
of the be!Ugeren.ta. It Is this phase of 
warfare which deeply concern* the world 
at large. Efforts have been made time 
and time again to formulate rules of ac¬ 
tion applicable to Us more matorkil as¬ 
pects, as in the declarations of Paris.

TOTAL OF 16.009,361 PUPILS 


Attended the Public Schools In 1903 
and Cost of the System Was 
$251,457,625. 


Washington, Oct. 30.— 1 The report of 
the Commissioner of Education for the 
&sca\ year ending June 30. 1904, made 
public to-day by the Secretary of the 
Interior, shows that 16.009,331 pupils, or 
£0 per cent, of the eivtixe population of 
the country, attended the public schooJs 
during that year. As compared with 
the previous six years, this percentage 
shows a slight decrease in the number 
of pupils as compared with the total 
population. The total cost of the pub¬ 
lic school system is given at 5251.457,623. 
This is an increase of $16,000,000 over 
the previous year. It amounts to $3.13 
per capita of total population, and $22.75 
per capita per pupil. 

Since 1870 the proportion of male 
teachers has decreased from 39 per 
cent, of the.entire number to 26 per 
cem. of the* entire number the past 
year. The average compensation for 
male teachers last year was $49.98 and 
$40.51 for females. This Is a flight in¬ 
crease over the previous year. 

The enrollment In the private schools 
for the year is given at 1.093.876. By the 
addition of pupils In elementary 
schools, academies. Institutions for 
higher education, evening schools, bus¬ 
iness schools, private kindergartens, 
Indian schools. State schools and 
school* for defective organs, the grand 
total of 18.187,918 pupils is reported. 

The report estimates that the aver¬ 
age schooling given to each Inhabitant 
in 1870 was 672 days, and In 1903. 1.034 
days.

THREE PERSONS ARE KILLED. 


(TWENTY-THREE INJUBED. SEV¬ 
ERAL OF WHOM SERIOUSLY. 


WRECK AT MURFREESBORO. 


~Kaiwaus City. Oct. 31.—Three persons 
!Were killed and twenty-three injured in 
a rear-end collision of sections 2 and 
1 of train No. 3. Miscount Pacific 
World’s Fair special, at Tipton. Mo., 
early to-day. 

Train No. 3. on account of the heavy 
World’s Fair .travel, "a* made up in 
two sections, the first leaving St. 
Louis for Kancas City Uat night at 
10:10 o'clock. The second section left 
a few minutes later, and when It 
reached Tipton section No. 1 was tak¬ 
ing on passengers. According to En¬ 
gineer Ramsey, of section No. 2. a head¬ 
light In the yards blltufof him. and he 
(was unable to see section No. 1. He 
also says that his orders were "clear 
ahead." 

The second section *was running about 
thirty miles an hour when the collision 
occurred. The end sleeper of section 
No. 1 wils entirely demolished, and the 
second sleeper was overturned. The 
dead are:

Those of the passengers whose Inju¬ 
ries were slight continued their jour¬ 
ney, while the more seriously hurt were 
taken to the company's hospital in St. 
Louis. W. J. Black and wife, of To¬ 
peka, were taken to th*> Missouri, Kan¬ 
sas nnd Texas Hospital. In Sedalia. 

The engine of the second section 
struck the Pullman car “Topaz** 
squarely, splitting It for two-thirds of 
Its length, and all of the fourteen pas¬ 
sengers in the car were either killed or 
Injured. There were twenty-two pas¬ 
sengers In the next'car ahedd, and al¬ 
though all were badly shaken up by 
the collision and received a few 
scratches, only a few were injured se¬ 
riously.

New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company will make provision for the 
minority holders of the Ontario and 
Western company on a basis represent¬ 
ing about $40 per share of stock. 

By the new purchase the New Haven 
company acquires about 500 miles of 
road, of which some 130 miles west of 
Cornwall. N. Y., Is In proce.'s of double 
tracking.

Th**y 
were seated in the west balcony in the 
main banqueting hall at the Alps, and 
W’ere two hours at supper. At 8 o'clock 
they left the hall and walked through 
the grounds. The dependence Miss Kel¬ 
ler has upon Miss Sullivan was shown 
when one of the gentlemen of the party 
playfully started with Miss Keller to 
run aw-ay from the other members. 
When they hod gone about thirty feet 
she thought It was far enough, and 
asked to be taken back. When she got 
on the Pike, however, tw’o of the gen¬ 
tlemen took a station on either side 
of her and guided her through the 
crowds. 

After leaving the Alps the party went 
through Mysterious Asia. Miss Keller 
said idie wanted to ride a camel, and. 
after some remonstrance on the part of 
Miss Sullivan, she was placed on one of 
the animals with a gentleman seated 
behind.

A Million Dollars Hans? 
In Texas. 


The Treasury Department is feeling 
the drain upon hard money caused by 
the demand for negro cotton pickers 
of the South for silver, says a Wash¬ 
ington telegram to the St. Louis Re¬ 
public. Discussing this subject Assis¬ 
tant Secretary C. H. Keep said; 

"The fluctuation in the several vari¬ 
eties of money In the subtreasurles of 
the United States, produced by widely 
different causes, is one of the interest¬ 
ing aspects of our national financial 
system. 

"Now- It is easy to trace the Influence 
of the cotton-picking season In the 
South in the remarkable decrease in the 
amount of standard silver dollars the 
Government has on hand. 

"On the first of July, Just before the 
cotton-picking seasoon began, the stan¬ 
dard silver dollars in the treasury arid 
subtreasuries of the country amounted 
to $18,503,500; to-day the statement sf 
the condition of the treasury show-s 
that this amount has fallen to $9,983,- 
052. 

"It Is easy to show where the silver 
dollars have gone. The negroes who 
picked the cotton of the South demand 
hard money In return for their labor, 
and stiver dollars are the accustomed 
medium; they will not have anything 
else and the farmers see to it that they 
are supplied w-ith w-hat they ask. When 
the cotton bolls begin to make the fields 
white the banks of the South begin to 
ask for silver, and the treasury and 
subtreasurles to supply it. It Is not 
long before the treasury statements 
show the effects of this demand. 

"The call this year has been partic¬ 
ularly insistent. Labor is scarce In 
the South, and cotton pickers are in 
very strong demand. They get from 
55 to 65 cents a hundred pounds for 
picking the staple, and It requires a 
good many silver dollars to pay them 
for their efforts. This is w-hy the 
treasury statement show-s a falling off 
of 60 per cent." _

For the purpose of advertising Alaska 
and her resources, the North American 
Telegraph and Cable Company, a cor¬ 
poration bucked largely by Seattle cap¬ 
ital. has hit upon a scheme that is ex¬ 
pected to do much toward bringing the 
attention of Eastern people to the great 
Northwest territory-, and which will 
also be Instrumental In bringing to the 
front among a couple of million of read¬ 
ers this city arid its varied resourocs, 
ewtys the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

It la the intention of the corporation 
at an early date to inaugurate a free 
system of news service from Alaskan 
points which Is expected to do much 
to arouse popular interest In Northern 
news. 

For sixty days the service will con¬ 
tinue. Th** operators on the Alaska end 
of the great cable have been trained 
to their work, and as a result every 
press dispatch that comes over the sub¬ 
marine wire will t>e carefully edited on 
the other end and will reach this city 
in a "printable" condition. 

It Is considered by the officials of the 
North American Telegraph and Cable 
Company that the n**w scheme will do 
more to bring the attention of the news¬ 
paper reading public to Alaskan enter¬ 
prise than anything else that could be 
done.

Losses aggregating' more than $500,- 
000 In perishable provisions are report¬ 
ed In the annual report of Gen. J. F. 
Weston, Commissary General of the 
army, says a Washington telegram to 
the New* York Herald. Compared with 
the total expense of feeding the army, 
which was $8,281,750, this is small, but 
Gen. Weston thinks it coukl be much 
smaller. He urges legislation permit¬ 
ting posts to sell at public auction sub¬ 
sistence stores in good condition which 
may accumulate In excess at any depot 
or point of supply and which cannot 
advantageously or economically be 
transported to other points for issue or 
sale to troops. 

The total expenditures leave an un¬ 
expended balance of fl.?85,277. Losses 
•luring the year were ~T?18,650 in the 
Philippines, $7,467 on transports and 
$129,853 ill the United States, Alaska. 
Puerto Rico and elsewhere. From the 
total amount of losses is to be deducted 
$85,980, the proceeds of sales at quctlons 
of damaged and deteriorated stores, 
etc. 

The losses have been large and una¬ 
voidable in the'case of fresh vegetables, 
and in a great measure in the cases 
of bacon and fresh beef and other per¬ 
ishable stores. Losses ore due princi¬ 
pally to long and difficult water and 
Inland transportation and to trying cli¬ 
matic conditions, and not to any lack 
of care and effort to protect and pre¬ 
serve stores. 

Rapid abandonment of posts also re¬ 
sulted in large losses, especially in the 
Philippines. 

Gen. Weston urgently 'recommends 
legislation to give authority to ail offi¬ 
cers intrusted with the disbursement 
of subsistence funds to hold restricted 
amounts of such funds in their person¬ 
al possession. 

Gen. Weston also renews the recom¬ 
mendation. that has been In eighteen 
annual reports by commissary generals 
since 1877. for the lnllstment of bakers 
in the army. If such enlistment Is not 
authorized he advocates an Increase in 
the j»ay of men hired to perform that 
service. 

According to the report, the transfer 
of troops to the Philippines to and from 
the United States, shifting of troops, 
rapid abandonment of posts, difficul¬ 
ties of transportation, trying climatic 
conditions and other matters help to 
make the feeding of the army In the 
Philippines a difficult problem. "But." 
the General adds, "it has been success¬ 
fully solved, and subsistence affairs in 
the archipelago now run with system 
and economy." 

One local beef contract In the Phil¬ 
ippines Is reported in w-hlch the Gov¬ 
ernment saves $140,090 a year. Other 
expenses have been reduced to a mini¬ 
mum, an 1 credit for these results is 
given to Col. Henry G. Sharpe, Chief 
Commissary of the Philippine divis¬ 
ion. 


Three Hundred Lives Were Lost This 
Year On the Mountains. 
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It Is estimated that Alpine climbing 
has this year been responsible for the 
loss of 300 live*, says the Geneva cor¬ 
respondent of the London Express. 

This terrible death roll, which In¬ 
creases from year to year, Is being 
much discussed in the various Alpine 
clubs, and the necessity for legal action 
Is being urged. How to bring it about 
Is the question, and at present there 
appears to be no answer. 

Sir Martin Conw-ay. one of the great¬ 
est authorities on modern mountain¬ 
eering. has given It as his opinion that 
regulations for climbers wojjkl be use¬ 
less. as they could never thoroughly 
enforced. 

The difficulties would 
Many mountains, such as 
Mont Blanc, are In m 
country, and an internat 
ment would have to be nr 
short. In Sir Martin's own words, "One 
cannot police mountains." 

It ts admitted that the Increase of 
accidents is due almost entirely to In¬ 
experienced climbers attempting diffi¬ 
cult ascents without guides. During the 
past four months almost every fatal 
mountain accident has been due to the 
lark of guides.

Alps for the past six years:

This season it Is to be feared that 
over 150 lives have been sacrificed on 
the Austrian and French Alps, making 
the total loss 300. 

The season this year has come to an 
end earlier than was expected, as the 
weather is not favorable. 

Avalanches are much more numerous 
than usual, and are sweeping over 
slopes where they arc not common at 
this season, while the superabundant 
snow- makes It difficult to locate and 
avdld points of danger on the cornices 
and hidden crevasses on the glaciers. 

CLAIMS EGYPTIANS EXCEL 

AMERICANS IN FARMING. 


Abdel Hamid Abaza Says His Coun¬ 
trymen Get From Soil All It 
Will Produce. 


CREW OF GERMAN BARK 

GAZE UF0N MOCK SUNS, 


They Witness Unusual Phenomenon 
\ Through Cumuk>-Nimbus Just 
Before Rounding Horn. 


The crew’ of the German bark Lts- 
beta. just arrived In the harbor of 
Leith, Scotland, after n quick passage 
of 116 days from Puget Sound, were 
treated to a novel sight on July 19. in 
latitude 57 degrees south. longitude 76 
degrees west. Just prior to rounding 
Cape Horn, says a Washington te.e- 
gram to the New York Herald. As the 
| time for taking the noon latitude sights 
i approached the sky became overcast 
| with cumulo-nimbus clouds, and. to the 
| amazement of the officers, two suns 
I suddenly appeared from behind the 
clouds, one being situated twenty-two 
| degrees to the eastward of the other. 

So nearly were the two orha equal In 
i brilliancy that It was impossible to dis¬ 
tinguish which was the real and which 
the false, and when the observations 
for latitude came to be computed it 
was found that both of the observers 
had been misled, and had measured thp 
altitude of the reflected image instead 
of that of the true sun. 

This phenomenon of mock suns, ob¬ 
served off Cape Horn, a region of low 
temperatures, is novel in one respect, 
that the cloud through which the two 
suns were formed by refraction w-a» a 
cumulo-nimbus. In high latitudes such 
mock suns are frequently witnessed as 
the result of refraction of the sun's 
rays through masses of ice crystals 
forming the congealed clouds known 
as cirro-stratus. 

The phenomenon is only passible 
w-hen the solar rays pass through con¬ 
gealed cloud*, and as the bulk of cumu¬ 
lo-nimbus clouds Is In most Instances 
at a temperature above the freezing

I “Our dense population forces us to 
I compel the soil to produce to its limit, 
i while you sow the peed in many places 
; un d let the land produce whatever it 
will. The Egyptian farmer will get 
four crop*? in a year from the same 
iiind. as against one in the United 
States. In the same field In our coun¬ 
try you will see planting and harvest¬ 
ing going on simultaneously." 

The Egyptian Commissioner before 
going back home wdll niak* a study of 
cotton diseases, particularly the boll 
weevil, which he cay? has gotten to his 
country through the Importation of cot¬ 
ton from Texas. 

Egypt is a large producer of cotton 
and his Government appreciates the 
necessity of taking quick steps to erad¬ 
icate the pest before It secures a firm 
hold. 


The Hills Like the Outsm*ead Fingers 
of a Hand is what the Chm*'se call the 
range which interrupts the plains, like 
an immense irregular breakwater, five 
miles in front of Liao Yang, says a cor¬ 
respondent of the New York Evening 
Post, writing from Liao Yang. The hero 
of the taking of those hills is MaJ. 
Tachibana, once chamberlain to the 
Crown Prince. We met him on outpost 
duty south of Anshan. He was genial . 
beyond most Japanese officers; we spoke ■ 
of it afterwards. He nearly emptied his 1 
field boxes treating a score of us to I 
beer. It w’as he w-ho handed about the ! 
old-fashioned Yankee candles, those 
"conversation lozenges" of our child¬ 
hood, on which In pink there were 
primed such phrases as "May 1 sit on 
the fence and see you #9 by?" and "I 
can never live without you." and "Do 
you love me as 1 love you?" To receive 
these nearly forgotten sw-efts in the 
middle of Manchuria was aomqhow 
more Impressive than for a soldier near 
the isolated battle line to give us, on a 
parching day. almost the last bottle of 
beer that he had. 

We remembered him. and spoke of 
him, thinking of the lozenge*, and of 
w-hat pretty primary romances they re¬ 
called. 

One day, os we were going over the 
Shusanpo battlefield, seeing our first 
Japanese and Russian dead. Lieut. Sa- 
takl said: "Oh. you recollect the officer 
who entertained you at Anshan out¬ 
post? He died In the ehargv this morn¬ 
ing; he was over there on that hill." 

We had often asked for something 
about him; he seemed like a friend, and 
not many do In the Far East. Not till 
to-day did we learn the circumstances 
of his death. They were gallant and 
soldierly. They have made him the hero 
of the fight of the Hills Like Outspread 
Fingers. 

He was there commanding the First 
battalion of the Thirty-fourth regiment 
of the Fourth division—the battalion, 
the regiment, and the division which 
did the most valiant service of those 
forty-eight hours. They had no beer 
and no candy then; they had some hard 
crackers and a pint of rice each dur¬ 
ing two days and two nights. 

• * • 

A Japanese Hero’s Last Fight 

This report of his conduct comes from 
Corporal Seilchi Uchtda, who attended 
his wounds. 

On August 30 the center of the Rus¬ 
sian fcwcea was on the hill to the right 
of the Pass. It was the b st defended 
place; no progress could be made 
against it. There was no cover for an 
approach, os the tall millet had been 
purposely cut away by the Russians. 
Th.it night some Japanese crawled on 
their bellies till they came cloae to the 
hill’s base. They stayed there In the 
morning. 200 yards from Russian 
trenches. In holes they dug with their 
finger nails and sword-bayonets behind 
conical Chinese graves. They saw the 
gray balloon rise high above the hills, 
and fell It was perceiving everything. 
I don't know how many died Uiere. 
Next day I saw very- many sword-bay¬ 
onets, caps, belts, cartridge cases, torn 
coats, rifles, bits of white absorbent 
cot-ton partly crimsoned, places on the 
ground still damp with a reddish fluid. 

Some survived to return and tell w-hat 
sort of obstacles had to be overcome. 
Wire criss-crossed between posts and 
set below the purface; and under the 
wired areas, round smooth-sided holes 
ten feet deep, from the center of each 
of which rose a pointed wooden slake 
to impale those who tumble In. 

There were spaces not so entanglerl t 
very narrow. If men tried to approach 
that way they would be massed in 
small passages, the range of w hich the 
Russians had, and on which they kept 
steady watch. 

The Thirty-fourth moved up. Maj. 
Taehlbana's battalion was In the first 
line. It made some of the obstructions 
Ineffective. It rushed at the enemy’s 
intrenehments like angry waves. The 
lntrenchments part way up the 6 lope, 
at length, were carried; the Russians 
climbed back to the earthworks on the 
crest. These also were attempted, the 
Major In front of his men. Many fell. 
Bullet* came not only from rifles on 
the crest, hpt from the air where 
shrapnel were sending dow n douches of 
lead balls. Presently there were hills 
of men to be trampled over. The un¬ 
touched sokllers, eyes fixed high ahead, 
l thinking rapidly and singly of storm¬ 
ing to the top, charged on. Sword- 
bayonets were fixed to rifles, and 
gleamed In the sun.

Too Close For Guns. 


He had been one of the very few be¬ 
tween whom and the Americans that 
secret and insurmountable barrier, 
which incomprehensible nature sets up 
between two races, had been made to 
disappear by a kind act. 

I must Indicate that which in his 
death, and In the spirit of the faithful 
Corporal, was typically Japanese. 

"You see," remarked the officer who 
brought us the report of the Corporal, 
"the Major died without mentioning 
wife or children, father or mother." 

“Yes." we answered. 

‘ H“ spoke only of his service with 
the Emperor’s family, and the pleasure 
he had In dying on the birthday of the 
Crown Prince." 

As for the Corporal, his own letter ac¬ 
companying the report will ekhJblt his 
self-conrclous element In his devotion: 

"1 had niadte up my mind to have hon¬ 
orable death In battle. I fought very 
w’ell that day [August 31], and two 
shots hit me. One passed through my 
overcoat and the ther passed through 
my knapsack. Alas! My resolution to 
die could not be carried out. On the 
night of August 30 we—the Major and 
I—had been in the ditch till peep of 
day partaking army biscuit. 

"Next day. before l nnd a chance to 
have the honorable heroic death on the 
field, our commander was hurt, and It 
was my fate to take care of him He 
has died Just as he determined to die; 
but I have had the disgrace to remain 
a survivor. Now I feel like a fish on 
land. The favor to present the late 
Major’s respects to the heir Prince has 
been given through your [a staff of¬ 
ficer’s] recommendation. 

“The exploits of the Major will be 
published to the world also. This is my 
only consolation, wherr 1 am so much 
disheartened." 

Said the staff officer who brought us 
these accounts; "When I called on the 
First battalion yesterday Corporal 
Uchlda. though wounded in the breast 
and left hand, was still managing the 
affairs of the battalion. All other of¬ 
ficers had been killed or seriously 
wounded."

Not a Wink In Twenty Years. Says 
Man Who Digs Ditches For 
a Living. 


Passaic has a rival of Trenton's 
sleepless wonder, according to the New 
York World. He is Jacob Casteline, 
sixty-seven years old, who says he has 
not slept in twenty years. Casteline's 
family, neighbors and physicians testi¬ 
fy to the truth of his statement. He 
lias consulted physicians In Passaic, 
Paterson and elsewhere, but none has 
been able to make him sleep. 

Casteline was born In Holland, but 
came to Passaic with his parents when 
a small boy. He was a strong lad und 
for years worked on a farm. When he 
was a young man, he says, he was able 
to go several days without sleep. He 
tells of being employed about .barges 
on the Hackensack river, and s^ays he 
worked day and night all summer with 
but a few hours’ sleep each day.

"I am sixty-seven now, and I have 
never slept a wink since. I go to bed 
at night and lie awake thinking. 1 get 
up In the morning with a headache and 
feel tired and sick. I dress and get out 
Into the air as soon as I can. and after 
I have walked around awhile I feel re¬ 
freshed and am ready for breakfast. 
My appetite Is good, and I work every 
day." 

Casteline Is employed as a laborer by 
the Acquackanonk Water Company 
He was found yesterday working with 
pick and shovel in a ditch, and is well 
and strong for a man of his age.

"Bulls fell like hails." 

It is a crucial moment when Infantry 
arrive at what they have charged upon. 
From mounting a height they are out 
of breath, they are hot, wild, they are 
dizzy with fust coursing blood. Before 
they had gathered themselves together 
“a paramount (overwhelming) force of 
Russian infantry" drove against the 
Japanese. It dislodged them, and sent 
them out of the trenches with their Ris¬ 
ing Sun flags down the slope. There 
"hills of dead m**n“ were piled up. 

The Major, fighting on the edge oDthe 
trench till the lust, had received five 
wounds. A bullet had hit his sword 
hilt-guard and glanced Into his right 
arm; there were one or two In his 
thighs; there was one in his abdomen. 
A bit of shell struck him In the lower 
part of the body and he fell.

A Corporal’s Devotion. 

Seeing him fall. Corporal Uchlda lift¬ 
ed him. carried him swiftly down to a 
ditch, und nursed him. The Major ask¬ 
ed how his men were doing. He kept 
the Corporal observing and describing 
the tight. Finally, "as our soldiers a/e 
becoming fewer," the Corporal had to 
leave to take his own part. The con¬ 
flict slackened, he led the Major out of 
the ditch and farther away. They be¬ 
came a target.

He took side* with the claim¬ 
ant. declaring that he was sat isfied that 
she was his sister. Mary Kingston.

Came Back From the Dead. 

The claimant said that she had been 
living in Fort Bend county ever since 
she disappeared, and had hersdf sent 
the news that she had died. It had 
been her intention never to correct the 
belief that she was dead, but, having 
learned of the sudden wealth that had 
come through the once worthless King¬ 
ston tract of prairie. sh*» resolved to 
return to Batson and claim the prop¬ 
erty, as it was hers. 

The case case up in court at the trial. 
Mrs. Buckles on the w-ltness stand 
made the declaration that Mary King¬ 
ston had a crippled tee. having cut off 
the tip of the h'g toe on her right foot 
with on ax when a girl.

Disagree As To Toe. 

She declared thnt her sister had testi¬ 
fied falsely ns to the toe and the wav 
she had crippled It. The genuine crip¬ 
pled Mary Kingston toe, she said, was 
th* one she w-as putting In evidence 

Fhe was sustained In this by Joseph 
Gerson, who accepts the claimant as his 
sister, Mary Kingston. William Odle. 
who married a sister of Mary Kingston, 
swore that the real toe that Mary 
Kingston crippled when she was 11 girl 
was the one Mrs. Buckles had testi¬ 
fied to. 

Upon this contradictory evidence the 
Jury could not come to an agreement, 
and no verdict could be arrived at. 
The Interests at stake are so great that 
unless a compromise can be effected 
with the claimant the case w-ill come 
up for retrial, and that disputed crip¬ 
pled toe Is likely to use up a good deal 
of the Batson oil field In lawyers’ fees 
and costs before It is settled who has 
the title to that $ 1 .

Deal L. Jackson, the Dougherty coun¬ 
ty n*gro furmer, who for the past seven 
years has enjoyed the distinction of be¬ 
ing the "first hale man" of Georgia, is 
one of the most Interesting characters 
In ihis section, says an Albany (Ga.) 
letter in the Atlanta Constitution. 

Jackson is an ex-slave, and the Afri¬ 
can blood in his vlns is untainted. He 
1 j? a typical negro of the generation 
born within the decade immediately 
preceding the war. He has enjoyed no 
educational advantages, but through his 
own efforts has learned to read and 
write, and no man living can pull the 
wool'over his eyes in a legitimate busi¬ 
ness transaction. 

Jackson’s head has not expanded be¬ 
cause of the wide fame that has come 
to him on account of his success as a 
farmer, and he w’ould not be singled 
out in a crowd as a negro who had ac¬ 
complished anything out of the ordi¬ 
nary. He was never known to mfx In 
politics and the efforts of members 
his own race to make him a sort of 
county bellwether, a leader in public, 
matters, have never been encouraged. 
Jackson is u builder of churches and 
schools for his people, and is one of the 
most public spirited men in Dougherty 
county.

From poverty to financial Independ¬ 
ence has been a rapid process in the 
case of this negro. He lma been a 
farmer all his life, and rented a small 
plantation before he was grown. It 
was Just eighteen years ago that he 
made his first purchase of land, bor¬ 
rowing $ 1,000 with which to buy a run¬ 
down farm in the western portion of 
this county and giving a mortgage on 
the place as security. 

In the course of a few years that 
$ 1,000 had been repaid, the farm had 
been redeemed to such an extent that 
Its value was doubled, and other pur¬ 
chases of land were made. As fast as 
he paid for one purchase, others were 
negotiated, and to-day Jackson owns In 
this county 2.000 acres of the finest 
farming laud In Georgia, and without 
a dollar of encumbrance against It. 
One thousand acres of this land Is easi¬ 
ly worth $20 an acre, the other 1.000 
would bring half as much, if offered 
for sale. This Is not the sum total of 
Jackson's estate, however, and It ts al¬ 
together safe to say that his fortune is 
well In excess of $40,000. 

Jackson farms scientifically. He 
make** hla place self-sustaining, and 
his food crops are In keeping with his 
remarkable annual cotton crop. His 
fields of corn are famous among the 
farmers of West Dougherty, and his 
farm is a model. 

There are forty-six plows running this 
year on Jackson’s two places. Of thes«-. 
he opex^es nine, and will make an 
average rif eighteen bales of cotton to 
■the plow. His tenants will pay their 
rent in cotton, and at the end of the 
season Jackson will have sold 350 to 
400 bales of the staple. 

• • • 

Always Has First Bala. 

Jackson talks interestingly of his suc¬ 
cess in marketing the first bale of new' 
crop cotton each year. One of the great¬ 
est triumphs of his career, he thinks, 
was in turning down the Savannah cot¬ 
ton exchange experts about four years 
ago. He brought in the first bale that 
year, as usual, and it w-as shipped from 
this market to Savannah. There the 
flat was Issued that It was a bogus 
bale, and contained a large percentage 
of old cotton. Jackson was indignant, 
und naturally resented the charge of 
duplicity Two days Inter he brought In 
a second bole, shipped It to Savannah 
and forced the cotton exchange experts 
to admit that there was not a strand of 
old cotton in It. The second bale was 
five days ahead of the next bale to be 
marketed anywhere in the State. 

There is no secret about the methods 
Jackson employs in getting out the first 
bale. He plants a little earlier than 
most farmers, but his cotton never gets 
knocked out by late frosts. He culti¬ 
vates in such manner as to force the 
growth of the plants, and never em¬ 
ploys exactly the same process, varying 
his methods with varying seasons. 
Every year he saves the seed 1 from hi* 
first bale and plants it in the follow¬ 
ing spring, in that manner giving the 
plants an Impetus to be gained In no 
oth*r way. He says (hat “a whole lot 
of little things count," but that the 
manner of cultivation, so as to push 
the growth of the plants. Is the most 
important part of campaigning for tha 
first bale.

Many Friends Among Whites. 


Jackson, whose place Is 6 miles from 
Albany, is surrounded by negro farm¬ 
ers. wro form 11 coterie of uniformly 
successful men. He is a sort of guid¬ 
ing star, and the others are prompt to 
admit that they have patterned after 
the methods of the first-bale man with 
the best possible results to themselves. 
Among the white people of the county 
he has hundreds of friends, and these 
have rejoiced with him in his success. 
His signature is good for thousands at 
the banks of Albany, and no business 
man In the county is more scruplously 
honest than this negro farmer. 

He lives with his family in a splendid 
dw elling on his farm. Until a few year* 
ago his home was In a log cabin; but 
he feels now that he can afford to be 
comfortable and provide comfort and 
conveniences for his wife and children. 
He intends to continue to market the 
fir«t bale in Georgia as long as he 
continues to far m.

Saturday Evening, Oot. 29.—The difficul¬ 
ty expressed in these columns lost week 
In ducking the rapid advance In the stock 
market and the reckless bull movement 
wits met by a movement wholly unex- 
pectod. The firing upon a British fishing 
fleet by the Russian liable squadron cam*' 
Just as the market was preparing for an¬ 
other upward plunge. For several days 
tkore was public fear that war would re¬ 
sult. Stocks declined sharply, England 
throwing overboard American storks. The 
decline was not so great as might have 
bean feared, for there was a wonderful 
absorbing power on tht# side of the wa¬ 
ter. and trie stocks thrown overboard 
found purchasers with such readilmv*# that 
the decline was quickly chocked. Toward 
the end of the week diplomacy got the 
matter In hand and the war loud* van¬ 
ished. the result being that the brief mar. 
ket of to-day was about the strongest of 
tho week. The entire mark** was carried 
up In continued heavy buying of hlgh- 

f rade investment stocks. While ErU and 
nlon Pacific? wore the market leaders, 
there wu# an active dt-niAnd for the coal¬ 
ers. Pennsylvania. Atchison, St, Paul and 
other standard stocks. 

The week abounded hi rumors, some of 
them verified and others denied. The 
most Important development. and that 
making Urwon Pacific the feature, wa* 
the dctermiiwUlon to retire Oregon Short 
Lina bonds. One of the rumors that fail¬ 
ed to pan ou.t pertained to an Increase In 
the Louisville and Nashville dividend y« t 
that stock at the close of the week had 
recover^ much of the lose which the 
disappointment had caused. 

Higher prices have been noted In the pig 
iron market, and numerous new' contracts 
making the outlook in 
tivis direction decidedly encouraging. Sev- 
ertil largv ordors for new cars have been 
placed by railways, notably Pennsylvania 
fer 6.300. and earning* of all lines are 
showing handsome In* rea*e*. Business in 
slkht assures a continuation of these in- 
cr A u>ea ^ or * <>me weeks to come. 

Money on call arid for time loans has 
rnled easy during the week, even the 
foreign war scare having but a slight and 
temporary effect. The market to-day 
closed with call loans in New York nom¬ 
inal, there being no business done, but 
nates have averaged per cent, dur- 

ing the week. Time loans up to six 
months wore quoted at 3 M /4 per oenf. 
snd prime mercantile paper at 4 * 24 X 4 ! 

Statement showed a decrease 
or Jl.(w,27f* In surplus reserve and an in¬ 
crease of 14,366.200 In loans. Deposits ln- 
cre.iaed $1,637,000. 

Win market was highly excitc*d 
during tho week because of the foreign 
complications, but the assurance of a 
peaceful settlement brought a sharp de¬ 
cline to-day, December wheat closing \\c 
lower and May 1^44l%o off. Corn is *+< 0 %c 
lower and oats V lower. Provisions are 
practically unchanged.

The Russian NAvy a Menace. 

Wlille ’the statement that the Rus¬ 
sians saw torpedo boats in the North 
Sea Is treated with ridicule, not much 
attention has been paid to the In¬ 
adequacy of this defense, even If It 
could be shown to be true. 

Nobody believes that there were any 
torpedo boats there—perhaps not even 
the Russians. But there might have 
been torpedo boats or some other war¬ 
ships there. At any rate, it Is quite 
possible that the Baltic fleet, if It pur¬ 
sues Its way to the Orient, may fall in 
with warships belonging to some neu¬ 
tral. In that event, the recent Incident 
gives one an Idea of what might be ex¬ 
pected to happen If the meeting were at 
night or In a fog, or surrounded by any 
circumstances demanding inquiry as to 
the status of the ships. In the North 
Be.t the Russian Admiral was thousand* 
of miles away from the scene of hos¬ 
tilities. Yet he defends the action of 
his ships by the pretense that torpedo 
boats came In eight. It is apparent 
that there was no reason to think that 
those fishing boats, mistaken for tor¬ 
pedo craft, belonged to Japan. It Is 
equully clear that no sufficient steps 
were taken to ascertain the real char¬ 
acter of the ships fired on. On the bare 
suspicion that they were torpedo boats 
and that if they were they belonged to 
Japan, the Russian squadron opened 
fire upon them, and then hastened away 
without stopping either to render assist¬ 
ance or to complete the conquest, if ho*, 
tile ships were really there.

A Panic In Camp. 

As the olose of t'he campaJgn ap¬ 
proaches, with the indication* of in¬ 
creasing Democratic strength, a 
marked change has occurred In the pol¬ 
icy heretofore observed by the Repub¬ 
lican managers. In referring to the 
managers, of course the President Is 
chiefly meant, since it is he 
who has directed the details of 
the campaign, as well ns formulat¬ 
ed the general plan at operations from 
a time anterior to the nomination. Con¬ 
fident of success, the canvass was de¬ 
signed to be simply of sufficient extent 
to hold t»he vote^ of the assured States, 
and the congressional majority, with 
Just enough orators of national 
repute to keep the people In¬ 
terested and prevent the fleld from 
being successfully garnered by the 
Democratic sp akers. The organization 
which was to do the effective work was 
nominally the National Campaign Com¬ 
mittee. ReaJly the effective head of the 
entire machine was the President, with 
Cortelyou as the figurehead. With that 
purpose Mr. Roosevelt obscured himself 
at Sag Harbor, and through Cortelyou 
set the wheels at work. Going later to 
Washington, he has thence continued 
to direct his secretary by telephone or 
otherwise, and until very recently 
everything seemed to be progressing 
satisfactorily. 

Within, the past week or two, how¬ 
ever, there has been an evident change 
of policy. The adverse trend of affairs 
In New York, which it was hoped could 
be cheeked, has advanced so far to 
absolute hopelessness of success and 
the process of disintegration of Re¬ 
publican strength has continued so 
steadily In other States, also regarded 
as certain, that the alarm has been 
sounded, and from a gum-shoe cam¬ 
paign it has assumed the nature of a 
strenuous rally of all available means 
and forces to save the day from dis¬ 
aster. The speeches of Judge Parker 
in New* York and their effect there and 
throughout the country, together with 
those of other Democratic leaders, have 
put the Administration on the defens¬ 
ive, and the President has evidently 
ordered out all his available speakers 
to check the tide which threatens to 
overwhelm him. To the dohort of Cab¬ 
inet officers. Senators ami others have 
lately been added ex-Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Knox, Secretary Hay and ex-Sec- 
retary Root, ail of wbx>m had come to' 
be regarded as exempt from duty. It 
has even been said that it has been 
with some difficulty that the President 
himself has been restrained fnum tak¬ 
ing tfhe fleld. It Is known that more 
than one public utterance lias been In¬ 
spired by him. But now It Is announced 
that he has ordered out his last reserve 
and thut Cortelyou himself wtll speak 
In New* York this week. Evidently the 
alarm has reached the panic stage. 

Meanwhile, the Democratic campaign 
progresses hopefully. The fleld Is well 
covered everywhere. The addresses of 
Judge Parker have reached the people 
and they are responding.

his Chief, In his personal estimation, 
bears to the people of this country, 
when In point of fact he is their ser¬ 
vant instead of their ruler. As the 
head of one of the three departments 
of the Government he has assumed to 
himself prerogatives belonging to the 
other two, until apparently It 
I needs but time and opportunity 
I to give no limit to his as¬ 
sumption, when he shall be. In fact, 
as designated In name, the ruler with 
prerogative* justifying a royal or Im¬ 
perial title. It may be said that In 
thus styling him, Mr Carnegie is only 
Indulging In a kind of flunkeyism, 
Inborn or acquired by his associations 
with royalty and titled personages 
abroad, but the Inference Is too plain 
that it is hls deliberate view of the of¬ 
ficial status of one who has arrogated 
to himself so much of the power "that 
doth hedge a King." 

But, while Mr. Carnegie has drawn 
such a correct diagnosis of the relations 
the President bears to the American 
I people from that official’s unconstitu- 
I ilonal assumptions, further on In hls 
speech he ascribes to the object of his 
j eulogy attributes of a pacific nature al¬ 
together at variance with hls well- 
proved Inclinations and hls acts. Dis¬ 
regarding hls "big stick" utterances 
and hls warning to the minor Powers 
of the corrective hand which will exact 
observance of certain mandates in the 
administration of their Governments, 
he halls President Roosevelt as a twin 
apostle of peace with King Edward, as 
well as a sovereign ruler. With an Im¬ 
perial policy for our colonial posses¬ 
sions. a disruption of nations In his 
isthmian policy effected only by war¬ 
like threats ami demonstrations. It Is 
the height of ludicrous flattery to crown 
him King of Peace. 

If Mr. Carnegie had ever given evi¬ 
dences of being a humorist his re¬ 
marks might be received In a Pick¬ 
wickian sense, but from hls well- 

known character as a practical 

man of business, w*lth a senti¬ 
mental side for charity a,nd 

good works. hls utterance on this, 
ns on all other occasions, must be 
taken as an expression of a blunt man 
believing all he says. In designating 
the President as the ruler of the peo¬ 
ple and coupling hls name with royalty, 
he not only expresses hi 1 own views, 
but the growing sentiment of a large 
portion of the party which Is support¬ 
ing Mr. Roosevelt. They favor a strong 
Government, a large standing army, a 
great navy and a President w*ho will 
direct them all with (in Imperious will. 
They wish no change of Administra¬ 
tion which protects them in the priv¬ 
ileges granted by party favor; they de¬ 
sire a continuance of the high tariff, 
which enriches them at the expense of 
others, and a perpetual lease of power 
for the trusts, which have been built 
up by and have secured promise of fu¬ 
ture life In the retention of the Re¬ 
publican party in power. Instead of 
wishing restrictions placed upon the ex¬ 
ecutive they are In favor of increasing 
his power and perpetuating It. They 
could not have found a better exponent 
of their views or wishes than Mr. Car- 
negle. ^____ 

In his Carnegie Hall speech Secretary 
Hay paid a glowing tribute to Presi¬ 
dent McKinley, and eulogized hls suc¬ 
cessor for the courage and strength 
with which he took up the burden 
w'hich McKinley hAd laid down. In 
referring to the tragic event and the 
accession of Mr. Rooaevelt to the pres¬ 
idency, he said: "An unspeakable 

crime snatched him away from hls 
glorious task and our loving confi¬ 
dence. In the classic myth when the 
golden bough was torn away another 
immediately appeared In its place." 
This is a Very poetic way of de¬ 
scribing the constitutional succession 
w hich was so unhappily for the country 
brought about by the assassination of 
President McKinley. Ip view, however, 
of ail th.it has happened In the way 
of public scandal a more appropriate 
simile would have been to have re¬ 
ferred to the new bough which has blos¬ 
somed so profusely as an Illustration 
of a successful graft.

Andrew Carnegie after & summer’s 
ret>ose upon his highland estates In 
Scotland has returned to the more 
democratic simplicity of hls adopted 
country to lend the influence of hls 
popularity and doubtless also of hls 
money to rescue the Republican ticket 
from Impending defeat. The Steel 
Trust, which Is at once a monument 
to his genius and the source of hls 
gigantic revenues, the mine whence he 
derives hte charity fund and the Re¬ 
publican party a good part of Its cor¬ 
ruption fund. Is on trial and he has 
come to lend a hand for It* rescue and 
Roosevelt’s election. His first demon¬ 
stration was at the annual dinner of 
the Iron and Steel Institute at the Wal¬ 
dorf-Astoria, where he was toastmast¬ 
er. and proposed a Joint toast to Pres-| 
blent Roosevelt and King Edward, 
combining, as ho said, the "rulers" of 
two great kindred nations. "We have," 
he sold in his speech upon offering hls 
toast, "the ruler of Uie older branch 
of the English-speaking race. King Ed¬ 
ward HI. Tht? ruler of the younger 
branch is to receive this institute on 
Saturday; these two stars of the first 
magntiude are In happy and sugges¬ 
tive conjunction." 

As a friend and political supporter 
of President Roosevelt, the designation 
of him as a ruler and the association of 
hly name with that of a King, must be 
very gratifying to the pride of the In¬ 
dividual whom he thus sought to com¬ 
pliment.

In dental of rho long-accepted theory 
that tho passenger department of a rail¬ 
road wrt-s merely ornamental, and was 
continued only ua a convenience, while 
the freight department p!Sed up the earn¬ 
ing# of tho road, the speech of 3- H. 
Hardwick, passenger traffic manager of 
the Southern railway, before the recent 
meeting of passenger and ticket agents at 
Old Point Comfort, Va.. is of much ln- 
tersat. 

After iron .ng th* evolution of the gen¬ 
eral passenger agent. Mr. Hardwick sold: 
"The report of (ho Interstate Commerce 
Commission, dated at Washington, July 
6 , 1904, shows revenue earned from pas¬ 
sengers. mall, express and other sources 
accredited to passenger revenue to 
amount to $511,567,000. Revenue earned 
from freight and other source# accredited 
to freight earning#, $1,342,467,000. • 

"Now, taking the valuation of the In¬ 
vestment in equipment a# employed In 
po.*isenger train gervic* and freight serv¬ 
ice. respectively, Including In this the 
value of engines and cars of all kinds 
whatsoever, we find that, on such esti¬ 
mate as la furnished me by one of the 
most expert railway accountants In this 
country, on this hauls of valuation of the 
total Investment In equipment alone, the 
relative percentac*: of returns aro fur 
passenger, gross, 90.38 cents, and for 
freight 89.91 cents, showing a fraction 
greater In the gross from jMssenger ih*in 
from freight, and while lh* gross toUu# of 
earnings from pamengcr traffic are much 
smaller than from freight. *0 also the 
amount invested in the equipment for 
handling the total traffic Is very much 
smaller for passenger than for freight. 

"I regret the Information which I was 
able to obtain from Canada and Mexico 
dor* not enable me to Btate the exact 
results, but from tho beat information i 
couCil gather I am glad to say that the 
percentage was about equally favorable 
to the passenger side. 

"While the foregoing figure* are gross, 
and the net results are not here deducible,

Wo should, therefore, 
bear In mind that tho way to win the 
higher places Is to fill each day with 
worth and merit in the lower places. 

"If ten talent* have been Intrusted to 
the jaseengvr man. let hhn account for 
that much. If five talent* to the freight 
man. lot him account for that. If only 
on* talent to each, let neither return It 
wrapped In a napkin and unemployed. 
Let the results of each direct, and col¬ 
lateral be considered in their entirety."

J. 8 . Adler, a lumberman of Lyons. Ky., 
has a peculiar theory by which h* ac¬ 
count# for the drouth which ha* reigned 
through Ohio and Teun*«#oe. while In¬ 
diana and fttute# to the uerth have had 
all the rain they needed. 

"The Ohio river ha# been the dead line 
Chi* summer," he said. "Below It we have 
h«d nothing but a long, continued drouth, 
while above it rain bn* teen plentiful.

"In my opinion It I# cau#<xl by the cur- 
rom of air which follow* the course of 
the river and prevents the clouds from 
crossing over to the south.

When preferred stock croescd 83. the 
27,379 employes, who In January, llfc>3, pur¬ 
chased 48.9S3 share* at $8£u0 per share 
under tho profit-sharing plan, for th* first 
time In a year and a half saw a chance to 
get their money back. For the 48,l»S3 
shares they bought tho employe# agreed 
to pay tho corporation $4,041,097 In month¬ 
ly installment* covering a period of five 
year*, with b per cent.

At Mncauley’s Theater. 


OCCUPIES PLACE OF ITS OWN, 


FIRST IN MORALITY. IN INTEL¬

SOLITARY IN ITS GRANDEUR. 


Dr. E. L. Powell last evening preached 
to an audience that filled Macauley a 
theater. The meeting was the second 
of the monthly treater services which 
Dr. Powell holds during the winter sea¬ 
son.

Every 
honor accorded to It is the result of ac¬ 
tual conquest. The attempt to minimize 
this iwune or to pi «loo u on an equality 
with the great names of earth .* waste 
of time and energy. A* well endeavor to 
level the mountains with a breath or to 
bring within the compass of your own 
seeing Heavens infinite dome. True it 
is that we think of Jes>us in the company 
of ©arth’s great ones. But if we must 
accord Him an appellation that shall bo 
worthy of His dignity we can only ex¬ 
claim In the wares of Simon Peter, wno 
spake for the wtoote Apu^io.tc School; 
•Thou are the Christ, the Son of the liv¬ 
ing God.

I do not 
eay that all of our civilization 1* perme¬ 
ated with un appreciation of His charac¬ 
ter, but I do mean to say that you cannot 
flute a letter without recognizing His 
birth; you cannot write 1904 without ad¬ 
mitting that something extraordinary 
happened about 2.000 years ago. You can¬ 
not get away from Jesus Christ. Here is 
Intellectual supremacy that must be ex¬ 
plained. t 

“And He is supreme In the realm of 
leadership. Splendid have been the lead¬ 
ers of th© world tn their respective field* 
of activity, Shakespeare Is pre-eminent in 
the realm of dramatic genius. Dnrwln. 
perhaps. Is pre-eminent in the realm of 
science. Plato unquestionably is pre-emi¬ 
nent In the realm of philosophy. Alex¬ 
ander or a Napoleon is pre-eminent in the 
realm of military science, but Jesus 
Christ, while claiming for Himself leader¬ 
ship in the moral realm alone because of 
the intimate relation between moral and 
all other life, leads mankind In every de¬ 
partment of thought and endeavor.

Dominant In Literature. 


“If it be true that Jesus Christ In His 
moral character is Immune from criti¬ 
cism, U follow 4 * apart altogether from HI* 
miracle© that He Is what He claimed to 
be, the 8on of God. for what 1* divinity 
but perfect holincaa? If God were the 
devil clothed on with all the attributes of 
Irmnipoaence and omniscience He would 
only b© an omnipotent dovll or an om¬ 
niscient devil. Power does not make Him 
God; omniscience does not mnke Him 
fc Ood. He l» God because of HU rr>»ra 
attributes, hta personal boHneas. Granted 
that Jesus Christ U without fault or 
blemish, granted that the tes ti mony even 
of those who refuse oliegtance to Him be 
true, It follows that He 1* divine for 
moral perfection equals Diety. There can 
be nothing higher than moral perfection. 
The name of Jesus Christ Is synonymous 
with moral perfeotlon. What can we do, 
my friends, in the presence of thi* wMu- 
Chrlst except to bow before Him and cry 
out even as did Thomas: *My Lord and 
my God!’ 

“Again the namo of Jesus 1* above 
every other name in the realm of sacri¬ 
fice. I do not deny that others have suf¬ 
fered and tolled for the world's advance¬ 
ment. I remenuber that all progress has 
been by way of Gethreroune* and Cal¬ 
vary*. I know that th© way of human 
bfe insofar as human life has been 
moving upward to God, has been a thorn 
path. Unknown heroes have perished for 
the sake of making the day Juat a little 
brighter and the world to come, the fu¬ 
ture world of tJme. Juet a little more 
splendid. Others have died upon the cross 
besklre Jesus Christ. The Applan Way 
was lined with crosses. Wherein 1* He 
supremo In the realm of sacrifice? Hi* 
sacrifice la unique because He Himself is 
unique. Granted this earn© perfection and 
there must b© a vividness in the suffer¬ 
ing that cannot be experienced by the 
imperfect. The man who 1* in possession 
of strong physical powers. In perfect 
health, suffers more than he who Is dls- 
eaecd. Think of a perfect soul, white 
from the touch of an Infinite God. placed 
in the midst of an Imperfect environment, 
misunderstood, misrepresented and ma¬ 
ligned-think of such a soul and you shall 
understand that there must have been a 
keenness In His agony beyond the reach 
of our imagination to understand. The 
highest cross thAt ha* ever been lifted 
up in this world 1* the cross on Lhat 
green hill outside the city'6 wall. From 
that spirit ha* proceeded the spirit of 
*'-I (-sacrifice which has so dominated the 
world as that we Interpret all splendid, 
heroic achievements in terms of the 
blood of Him who died upon that eras*.

“He to-day la the dominant spirit In lit¬ 
erature. Very recently a most admirable 
address was delivered by Dr. Henry Van¬ 
dyke In which he u*«w this language: T 
read In Shakespeare the majesty or the 
moral Iaw. in Victor Hugo the sucredneae 
of childhood, in Goethe the glory of re¬ 
nunciation. In Wadsworth the Joy of hu¬ 
mility, in Tennyson the triumph of lrh- 
inortul love, In Browning the courage of 
faith In God, In Thackeray the ugliness of 
hypocrisy Hnd the beauty of forgiveness. 
In George Eliot the supremacy of duty, 
in Dickens the div.nlty of kindness, and 
in Ruekln the dignity of service. Irving 
teaches me the lesson of simple-hearted 
cheerfulness, Hawthorne show* me the 
hiitefulnes* of sin und the power of peni¬ 
tence, Longfellow gives me the soft music 
of tranquil hope and earnest endeavor, 
Lowell makes me feel that wo muet give 
ourselves to our fellow men If w© would 
bless them, and Whittier sing* to me of 
human brotnerhRKid and dlvTne Father¬ 
hood. Are not these Christian lessons?’ 

“Who inspired them? Whose spirit do 
they express? Of whose character are 
they the ultimate analysis? Jesus Christ 
Is back of ail tenderness and all courage 
and all purity and all self-sacrifice and 
all that has glorified and transfigured our 
civilisation of which literature la but the 
outward and visible expression 

“Among the world’* reformers are we 
not to recognlxe the leadership of Jesus 
Christ? Who put into the heart of Luther 
to nail those thr-eeH on the church door 
of Wittenberg? Who stirred and fired the 
soul of Savonarola until he *mot© vice 
with whips of cord and startled Lorenzo 
In his magnificence and led that great and 
mighty man in his dying hour to send for 
the humble preacher of righteousness? To 
the extent t$iut Oliver Cromwell brought 
about the spirit of liberty in the world, 
we mAy say that back of his nrmle* whs 
the Captain of our salvation, stirring the 
heart* of men with this mighty truth of 
liberty and leading them onward and for¬ 
ward to a higher and nobler and better 
and grander day. We have pictures of 
great thinkers, of utatesmen, of soldiers 
surrounded by their coterto of admirers, 
those whom the hand of the mighty man 
has touched. Irving 1* represented as 
seated among hts friend* with bis genial 
countenance beaming upon the happy 
company. Henry Clay Is seen surround¬ 
ed by the friend* of hi* political circle. 1 
was thinking this afternoon of the sort 
of circle there would be gathered about 
the Man of Galilee If some artist could 
bo found who might have gazed actuailv 
upon the face of Jesus of Nazareth arid 
should have transmitted that face for 
some future painter jo retouch and en¬ 
large and glorify. Let us Imagine Him 
placed here In the center of the circle 
of the world's leader*, and Jesus Christ 
Himself would be *o large in the mighty 
poxer of HI* influence that He could not 
be crowded on any canvn* by the might¬ 
iest .utterance of genius, and certainly 
the circles of those whose lives he has 
influenced would be left entirely outsit 
of the circumference of such a canvas.

As smooth as any billiard 
table to all appearances und with its 
gradual turns which drivers claim pre¬ 
vent one from knowing when or whore ho 
enters into the turns, the tnu-k proper 
was all that was desired for record-break¬ 
ing performances. But cold weather, 
which 4U times resembled midwinter, and 
with high winds prevailing during most 
of the trials, surprise has been orcasioned 
that 90 many time teats proved successful 
MaJ.

But big men do not take to pugil¬ 
ism as readily as do their smaller breth¬ 
ren, and this is one of the reasons w’hy we 
have so fi w* heavyweights. The majori¬ 
ty of the giants go In for other kinds of 
athletics. Only as a last resort do they 
take up boxing. 

The big man wfith athletic tendencies 
is apt to be vain. He regards his good 
looks as essential to his Buccetts. and is 
very careful to preaerve them. He realizes 
that his features arc liable to be consider¬ 
ably mutilated and distorted If he goes 
Into the fighting business, unless he is ex¬ 
ceptionally clever. And no matter how- 
skillful a man In the ring may be he 
l» certain to receive a punch during the 
tight that may make his nose bleed, black¬ 
en his eye, d.sftgure his oar or puff hH 
llp«.

He Is only human, 
and tt good strong blow delivered on a 
vital spot will send him low the same 
cm any other man. It Is only natural that 
a bruiser of his caliber should inspire 
fear In the hearts of his rivals. But fight¬ 
ers of Jeffnes* caliber all have their day 
and are .-ure to meet with a reverse if 
they stay long enough at the business. 
There is no better p.iyltig profession In the 
world than the career of a successful 
scrapper. If he is on top and only bat¬ 
tles twice a year he can gulhor enough 
of this worlds wealth to keep him In 
luxury for the year following.

VERYTHING Is !n readiness for 
the big battle for the lightweight 
championship to-night at San 
Franc^co. except, possibly Gans’ 
reported inability to make the required 
weight, 133 pound? 

It Is a long time since two good men 
have met at the real lightweight limit, 
and naturally there is considerable Inter¬ 
est In the prospective bout. Tho condi¬ 
tions call for 133 pounds ringside, the real 
lightweight limit, and If both men come 
down to this notch *t will be a fight for 
championship honors. 

It Is this weight proposition which, has 
made fight fans dubious. Those who 
know' Gans best assert with positiveness 
that the black fighter cannot make the 
weight and be strong. They know that 
Herford’8 boxer has had the time of his 
life to make 136 In the afternoon before 
a fight, and as a rule boxers do not find 
It any easier to reduce on the coast than 
any other place. Britt himself will un¬ 
doubtedly have his troubles In getting 
down to the notch ngreed upon. Two days 
ago Herford claimed that Oans was down 
to 136 pounds, and the manager asserted 
that Joe would not have the slightest dif¬ 
ficulty in taking off three pounds during 
the remaining days. 

With the weight conditions lived up to 
and both In good trim the fight should b« 
one of the most Important of recent years. 
Gans is unquestionably the lightweight 
champion and Britt got the decision over 
Young Corbett This alone should make 
it a high-class affair. Gans is a hard hit. 
ter and has uny number of bruising 
knockouts to his credit. He is also clever, 
and the tw'o-combined make him one of 
the best men seen In the ring for a long 
time. He is also considered a faker of the 
worst kind, but it is to be hoped that the 
San Francisco promoters and authorities 
will see to It this time that he fights on 
the square. 

It Is unreasonable to think that Britt 
will not try to do his best, as all his inter¬ 
ests are centered in the city where the 
fight Is to be held. He Is the Idol of fight 
fans on the coast and hus up to this time 
borne a good reputation. It does not seem 
as If he could risk engaging In a sus¬ 
picious fight at this stage of his career, 
especially with another bout with Young 
Corbett in prospect. 

• • • 

As to Britt’s ability to stand the rushes 
of the black mun, that Is another ques¬ 
tion. Britt Is not built along the same 
lines as is Gans, He does not possess the 
punch of Herford’s negro, but there are 
many who argue that he Is just as clever 
and speedier on his feet. Britt got the de¬ 
cision over Corbett In twenty rounds of 
fighting, but there are those who argue 
that tho verdict might Just as well have 
been reversed. In this fight, the toughest 
Britt hru* had. he did not give evidence 
of any knockout blows, and many claimed 
that he was In a bad w'ay toward the 
closing rounds. 

Doping the fighters along these lines 
Gans should be the favorite for to-night’s 
go. provided he does not suffer too much 
through getting down to weight. 

• • • 

Gans declares that he could have made 
the weight at arty time, but that It re¬ 
quires heroic effort and he has avoided It 
so far as possible. 

’When n big stake like, this comes 
along.” said he. “a man can afford to 
deny himself a bit and to suffer some 
hardship for a few weeks, I have been 
reducing steadily and will make the 
weight gradually, getting to 133 right at 
weighirig-lu-time. The trouble is that when 
it fellow reduces like this he cannot let 
up at ull or he would go back and all 
the work would have to be done over 
again.” 

“What do you think of the fight?” 

“1 have heard a lot about Britt, but 
1 am not afraid. If he does not give me 
a better fight than that Frank Erne gave 
me In New York—one of the hardest I 
ever had—he will lose. Up to recent years 
1 always considered that Erne and my¬ 
self held the other lightweights safe and 
probably Frank would be good now If he 
had not lapsed In training.” 

• • •

STRIKE STILL IN PROGRESS.! 


Birmingham, Ala., Oct. 30.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Leading iron producers In this 
district announce that No. 3 foundry 
pig iron Is now selling for $12 per ton, 
which is an advance of fifty cents per 
ton during the past week, and a rise of 
$2.50 per ton for the past six weeks. 
The demand continues very’ active and 
producers are careful to make no sales 
on long time contracts, especially con¬ 
tracts for next year, us they anticipate 
a further rise In prices. In fact some 
of the largest producers are selling to 
none but their regular customers at 
present. Practically all the surplus 
stocks in the yards, which accumulated 
to large proportions during the dull 
season of last spring and summer, have 
been disposed of, and as matters now 
stand the demand Is slightly In excess 
of the production, which has been very 
considerably Increased during the past 
few weeks. 

Following the recent advance In iron 
prices it Is expected that during the 
coming week the wages of those min¬ 
ers whose pay is based, according to 
the sliding scale contract, upon the 
selling price of pig iron, will be In¬ 
creased two and a half and possibly 
five cents pe^ ton of coal mined. The 
minimum price of forty-seven and a 
half cents per ton is now being paid 
the miners. The advance will affect 
some 8,000 men. and would affect a 
great many more but for the strike of 
the union miners at the mines of five 
of the leading producers. How r ever, It 
Is claimed that the effects of the strike 
are rapidly disappearing, since many 
new men are being Imported, and the 
commercial mines which have made 
contracts are running at full time. 

Engineers May Strike. 

Danville, UL* Oct. 30.—"Unless the 
operators grant the demand of the 
hoisting engineers, the men will strike 
Monday night at 12 o'clock.” This was 
the statement given out to-day by 
National President Mack Taylor, of the 
Engineers Union The referendum 
vote was counted to-day and shows 
that only about forty of the eight hun¬ 
dred engineers voted to consider the 
proposition of the operators. 

Goes To Atlantic Coast Line. 

Macon. Ga.. Oct. 30.—The Macon. 
Dublin and Savannah railroad has been 
transferred to the control of the At¬ 
lantic Coast line. Mr. T. K. Scott, gen¬ 
eral manager of the Georgia railroad, 
was elected president. The road runs 
between Macon and Vldalla, a distance 
of about eighty mi lea 

A Famous Case Decided. 

Mexico City, Oct. 30.—The Supreme 
Court of the Republic has decided after 
six years of litigation that the famous 
Lopez ranch of TamauUpa* rightfully 
belongs not to Lopez, but to J. O. Brtct- 
mm. The value of the property is $3,- 
500.000. Brlctsun bought the ranch in 
1808.

PROVISION MARKET SLACK. 


Chicago. Oct. 30.—[Special.1—The 
wheat market this week was thrown 
out of step by the trouble that cropped 
up between Russia and England. To¬ 
ward the close of the previous week 
there were unmistakable indications «>f 
coming weakness, but that was dissi¬ 
pated Monday morning when news was 
( Shied of the firing on theJOngllsh fish¬ 
ing fleet ofT Hull. Such strength as 
was shown from time to time through¬ 
out the week was due to the warlike 
character that the Incident occasionally 
assumed. The tendency otherwise was 
downward, the lowest figures of the 
week coming In the later sessions, fol¬ 
lowing the report that an amicable 
arrangement between the tw o big coun¬ 
tries had taken more definite form. 

The cause of the underlying bearish¬ 
ness of the market sentiment w.ih to 
be found in the continued liberality of 
the Northwestern receipts. Those were 
materially augmented by arrivals nf 
Oregon wheat, but of course I lie lat¬ 
ter were quite os capable of making 
flour as if the grain had l»eeii grown 
ln Minnesota. The mere fact, however, 
of the necessity for its being brought 
across the divide accentuated the ex¬ 
isting scarcity on this side, although 
by swelling ihe receipts It gave the 
appearance of plenty to s period of 
actual dearth. . 

There were oilier causes as well for 
the heaviness of the receipts from a 
small crop, chief of whic h was the un¬ 
usually high prices, but there was. of 
course, plenty of room for those who 
were Inclined to doubt the correctness 
of the estimated deficiency of this sea¬ 
son’s productions, and In the absence 
of fresh buying inducements holders 
* very generally' appeared to have con¬ 
cluded to await their atVival unincum¬ 
bered by long wheat, and hence the 
heavy offerings that broke the mar¬ 
ket.

Downward Tone In Cattle. 

At ih** stockyards cattle have taken 
a decidedly bearish turn, and the de¬ 
clines have been anywhere from fifteen 
to forty cents dta the medium and good 
stock and ten to fifteen cents on the 
butcher stock. The Immediate and 
chief cause of the slump was the un¬ 
usually' heavy run. the figures for the 
week showing a total larger than aL 
any''time this year. Then again the 
keen Eastern market, which has been 
such a boon to the local trade, Was dull 
from the fact that the market has been 
over supplied. It was this which cre¬ 
ated the most salient feature of the 
week, namely, the peculiar circum¬ 
stance that the good cattle lost more 
proportionately than the poorer sorts, 
which have been flooding the market. 

Hogs made a gain In the later trad¬ 
ing and recovered some of the slump of 
tin* early part of the week. The mar¬ 
ket is still twenty to thirty cents lower 
than a week ago. and. while the sellers 
are fighting every decline, it does not 
seem that they’ will be able to prevent 
further recessions in values. 

Sheep have made a material gain, 
while lambs. x a.fter an early advance, 
have sagged off. and the market closes 
little better than a week ago. 


So far the receipts that have appear¬ 
ed at the Western primary* markets 
since harvest have exceeded by' about 
fi,000.000 bushels the quantity that ar¬ 
rived in the similar time last year, and 
at the same time the exports of wheat 
and flour show about 30.000.000 bush¬ 
els deficiency'. 

There Is a curious anomaly arising 
from a consideration of those discrep¬ 
ances between the movements of the 
iwr» years that is not easy to reconcile 
with the fact that the additions to the 
visible supply for the current season do 
not dlfTer very materially* from those 
for the similar time last year. There 
Is no possible means available for com¬ 
parison of the quantities in private 
hands, but there are good reasons 10 
suppose that the accumulations outside 
of the visible must be smaller now than 
a year ago; even If we go no farther 
than the natural timidity that would 
hinder largo holdings of the inferior 
grain of which the last crop po largely 
consists, more especially at such prices 
as now prevail, and Laking account also 
of the impossibility' of hedging hold¬ 
ings of that kind by the sale of fu¬ 
tures. 

A consideration of such seemingly lr- 
leeoncilable figures leaves much to the 
Imagination. There is. of course, the 
wdMtnown scarcity that existed at the 
commencement of the season, when 
hardly a miller In the country* had any 
wheat, and a great many million 
bushels would be necessary' to give 
them a working supply for even one or 
two weeks* grinding, but that being 
once secured, there has been the con¬ 
stant tendency ever since to keep In ft 
hand-to-mouth condition on account of 
the fear of a possible collapse of the 
price. 

It must be concluded that It takes ln 
many* districts two bushels of this 
year's wheat to do an average one 
bushel’s w’ork, and that is a not unrea¬ 
sonable explanation of an otherwise in¬ 
explicable result of the excess of re¬ 
ceipts and deficiency* of exports.

MARKET FEVERISH. 


TEMPTATION TO TAKE PROFITS 
BECAME IRRESISTIBLE. 


WAYNE COUNTY IS THE MECCA. UST 0F LAST WEEK’S STRIKES 


Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 30. [Special. J— 
While with one or two exceptions, no 
marketf Increase in development has 
taken place In the Kentucky apit Ten¬ 
nessee oil fields during the past month 
the record for activity has been pretty 
well sustained throughout the field. 
With the advantage of better prices 
and more regular formations, the lower 
fields are being rapidly extended and 
are receiving the greatest attention 
while the upper divisions are being 
exploited in a slow but sure manner 
by a few operators. No perceptible 
falling off in drilling is manifest in the 
upper fields, and the indications are 
for increased activity as several new 
companies have been promoted to de¬ 
velop territory In that part of the 
State. 

In the lower fields during the month 
of October forty-five wells have been 
among the various divisions as follows: 
Wayne county, 33: Cumberland coun¬ 
ty. 10. Knox county. 1; Tennessee, 2.

Wayne County Leads. 


Wayne and Cumberland counties are 
being developed rapidly, and an in¬ 
crease in the number of rigs at work 
has been made in both sections. Wayne 
county* is the mecea for operators, and 
is furnishing more than half the oil 
produced in Kentucky. Of the strikes 
this month four are In the 100-barrel 
class. The Stubensville division, whi h 
may always be counted on to furnish 
something good. Is the renter of ac¬ 
tivity. The Cooper and Slirkford divi¬ 
sions furnished a number of smaller 
strikes during the month, while scat¬ 
tered drilling in the lower part of the 
county* resulted In a new development 
in the Parmleyville region. Several 
wells with a fair showing of oil were 
drilled in that vicinity, but the record 
was broken last week by the appear¬ 
ance of a duster. 

Sixty-five rigs are now ln operation 
In the Wayne county field, giving em¬ 
ployment to a large number of con¬ 
tractors. There has been a scarcity of 
drillers, which. In connection with a 
scarcity of water, has delayed the com¬ 
pletion of numerous wells. 


Toledo. O,, Oct. 30 .—[Special.]—The 
time is not far distant when an oil 
pipe line will extend from coast to 
coast. The Standard Oil Company has 
already completed a line from Bartles¬ 
ville. Indian Territory, to Sugar Creek, 
a suiburb of Kansas City, where a large 
refinery has been put into operation. 
This company is now at work on a line 
from Sugar Creek to Whiting, lnd., 
where the largest oil refinery ln the 
country is located. This connects with 
the line to the east, giving the Stand¬ 
ard a pipe line from Bartlesville to 
Bayonne. N. J. This company will ex¬ 
tend Jts line to Cleveland, Oklahoma, 
from Bartlesville, aa the new Cleve¬ 
land field looks very promising. This 
will only give them a short distance 
to connect with the company's line at 
Corsicana. Texas, to another refinery* 
owned by them. 

Another monster proposition is being 
talked of and that is a fuel oil pipe line 
from the famous Texas fields to the 
twin cities. St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
While the pipe line would be a big out¬ 
lay in money, oil could be put Into St. 
Paul at a reasonable figure, and oil 
utilized there for fuel, as three barrels 
of crude oil is equivalent to one ton 
of coal. 


But Few Gushers. 


GOLD EXPORTS RATHER HEAVY Gains In Cumberland County. 


Receipts of corn were very small, and 
hi the absence of any prospect for an 
increase for some time to come con¬ 
sumers were In the hands of those who 
had the present small marketable 
stock. Those w*ho were compelled to 
buy for their immediate requirements 
had to pay high for what they took, 
and higher in comparison w ith the De¬ 
cember price for each successive pur¬ 
chase. 

Husking was quite general, and the 
reports from those engaged In operation 
indicated satisfaction with the result, 
Vxcept in occasional Instances. Offer¬ 
ings of new* coni, however, were small, 
and the general report was that farm¬ 
ers had their ideas of the price they 
should get at a price fixed several 
cents above the offers they wen* re¬ 
ceiving. In the region tributary to 
Chicago some had earlier In the season 
contracted their crop, or a portion of ft. 
for delivery the latter half of Novem¬ 
ber at forty cents at their country 
stations, but when the bids got mate¬ 
rially below that point their desire to 
sell ceased, and they are now waiting 
the effect upon the market of their 
holding back. 

Whether t.h©v or the prospective buy¬ 
ers will have to yield is the present 
point at Issue. The foreign demand so 
♦ onfidently* relied on has not yet ma¬ 
terialized to any marked extent be¬ 
cause of the continued liberality of the 
exports to Europe from Argentina. The 
latter gives every indication of being 
maintained for another month or tw*o, 
but ft cannot be long before the foreign 
users of the grain will be forced to 
make arrangements for the supple¬ 
menting from other sources of the ex¬ 
pected decreased .supplies from the 
South American republic. 

Speculative trade has not been on a 
heavy scale, and is not likely to become 
rnoro active until something more de¬ 
cided In the situation shall give greater 
assurance to one or the other of the 
parties In the market.

Dull In Oats. 

The market for oats was rather dull, 
but prices for the most part moved In 
unison with corn. Holders were get¬ 
ting encouragement from the reduced 
receipts and the less onerous additions 
to the visible supply. The movement 
from first hands In the Northwest 
showed quite as much reduction as that 
from other sources, and the specula¬ 
tive sentiment tended to emerge front 
the feeling of depression that enveloped 
It while the first rush of the heavy 
crop was under way. although there 
was no change in the general opinion 
regarding the superlative character of 
the season’s production.

But No Serious Decline Can Be Ex¬ 
pected Owing To Healthy Condi¬ 
tions. Says Henry Clews.

New York. <Vt. 39. —Pronounced roqe- 
tkmary symptoms developed in Wall 
street this we*k. Business improvement 
was being discounted altogether too rap¬ 
idly. and the temptation to take profits 
became irres'^tible. The market leaders 
were also disposed to cheek the advance 
and prevent specutation from becoming 
too indiscriminate end rampant As usual, 
some important event was required to 
cans** a general turn In the market, and 
In this instance It was unexpectedly fur¬ 
nished by panic-stricken Russian sailors 
bent on destroying a few harmless fish¬ 
ermen. The tension which this incident 
developeii betw*M»n Great Britain and Rus¬ 
sia was, of course, a serious mutter, and 
would mean war if the just demands of 
Great Britain for apologue. Indemnity 
and punishment w'ere not compiled with. 
There Is little doubt, however, that wise 
counsels will! prevail, and that Ru*s»n 
will make ample reparation for the of¬ 
fense. though the delay necessary to 
proper Investigation may be rather irri¬ 
tating to the injured i*arty. 

Another slunk to the market was the 
rather unexpected ©xi*>rt of $3.2:>0,w0 gold 
to the continent. Some of the big Euro¬ 
pean banks vhow a depletion of their 
gold reserve that requires replenishment, 
nml it Is bui natural that they ahould 
draw upon the handsome butpIub of the 
United State*. Fortunately, we can eas¬ 
ily spare a few- millions without Injury: 
in fact, a moderate efflux would be Imne- 
flclul. inasmuch as It would tend to cor¬ 
rect the nbnormal case of money which 
has prevailed her** for *om»* months past, 
ln consequence gold shipments had little 
influence upon the local market, notwith¬ 
standing rumors of another ' Russian loan 
in Europe of $270,000,000. 

At the moment the market :k tu a fev¬ 
erish and excited condition. Not a few 
stocks aiv selling above their Intrinsic 
value, rises of 30 to 40 points being out 
of all proportion to improved conditions, 
either present or prospect I v»* The earn. 
Inga of the Steel Trust for the last quar. 
ter. which were about one-half the 
amount of tw<* years ago. showed that 
the rise in that stock was largely based 
on anti.-lpMtlon. for while there has been 
h most satisfactory improvement In .ron 
trade condition* during the present month, 
ft was hardly suffleent to warrant a 
doubling of prices since the low* figures of 
1903 for the common and preferred Later 
ort conditions may Justify these prices. In 
a number of other stocks the advance has 
aI ho been largely anticipatory, demand¬ 
ing not only caution but close discrimina¬ 
tion. Thus far the advance has been very 
uneven* pq the probability Is that the 
cliques wW gradually drop the high level 
stocks and turn their attention to those 
which have been relatively neglected. 

Tharn are no Indications of the present 
movement having exhausted Itself. Good 
buying develops on all sharp decline* and 
stocks have not yet pa* 5 *d entirety from 
strong into weak hands. The public have 
been buying more freely, it is true; but 
no small part of the recent activity has 
been artificial, and the big Interests still 
retain- hirg** holdings which have not 
been marketed No serious decline can be 
expected while business interests are on 
the ascending scale Our farmers are rel¬ 
atively rich; our manufacturers, especial¬ 
ly oT iron products, are receiving increas¬ 
ed orders: our railroads will soon be taxed 
with freight: our kirtks are strong and 
well supplied with funds; our t*ank clear¬ 
ing* prove increased activity in all parts 
of the country; our t.itlroad earnings are 
growing, our tabor troubles are less se¬ 
rious. and our politic* la in a quieter 
state than for many year?*. There is noth¬ 
ing, therefore, to cloud the financial ho¬ 
rizon Just now* unless It be an- outbreak of 
wild speculation. This our conservative 
bankers arc wisely endeavoring to pre¬ 
vent. not out of t j hi lonlh ropic motives, 
but becausi it would Interfere with other 
legitimate plans. There are important ne¬ 
gotiations under way, and there are im¬ 
portant new lx*U 6 a yet to be fixated It 
will l»e td the interests of our great bunk¬ 
ers to use their power as far qa they can 


Cumberland county has made greader 
gains in proportion to the amount of 
work than any other field.

Work 
In that division is also being extended 
and two strikes last month are out of 
the regular scope of operation*. By 
far the greater part of the Cumberland 
county operations have been carried on 
In the Salt Lick bend region, arid so 
far the production ha« held up at ii 
gratifying rate. The number of rig* 
In operation in CumberlHnd county is 
between twenty-five and thirty. 

Although the southeastern part of the 
State shows but one completion, a num¬ 
ber of wells were finished up \n the 
Knox county division by being shot 
and these increase the production to 
some extent. A strike in Knox coun¬ 
ty. dding 15 barrels, the latter part of 
the month, was the cause of several 
new* w'olls being commenced in that 
field. Scattered drilling is now under 
way In Knox and Whitley counties anil 
about half a dozen rigs are in opera¬ 
tion.

Strike In Tennessee. 


Tlie past week in the various oil 
fields of the country show but few* 
gushers, and a decline in operations. 
I In Indiana there were thirteen gushers 
completed, running from 100 to 600 bar¬ 
rels. West Virginia has three new 
wells above the hundred barrel mark, 
Kentucky is credited with the same 
number as West Virginia, and one at 
Cleveland. Oklahoma, good for 200 bar¬ 
rels. Outside of the above no hundred 
barrel producers were completed ln the 
high prude oil fields. Louisiana, cornea 
forward with a couple of monster wells, 
but the oil Is of the fuel grade. The 
deep sand field in Indiana ia the moat 
active, and the new fields in Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma are becoming 
active. Kentucky ha* its shore of oper¬ 
ations. and some remarkably fine wells 
are being opened up. 

The completed wells In this territory* 
with their Initial production the past 
week were distributed among Hie va¬ 
rious fields a* follows: 

IN NORTH WESTERN OHIO.

A fifty-barrel strike in the Tennessee 
field is stimulating work there to a 
great extent. Fully half a dozen wells 
are now going down in Pickett and 
Fentress counties. 

In the upper fields. EstiU county turn¬ 
ed out ten wells of the smaller kind. 
Operations are being conducted In that 
county by local companies, which have 
drilled in a large number of wells dur¬ 
ing the past two years. The sand is 
found at an average depth of 125 feet 
and no deep drilling has been carried 
on. in Wolfe county* there have been 
no completions for the past few weeks 

The Eastern field, comprising the 
counties of Floyd and Knott, turned out 
eight strikes this month, doing on an 
average twenty-five barrels each. These 
wells are the property of the New Do¬ 
main. and are located In the Beaver 
Creek region. 

Last week a number of strikes were 
made In the lower fields. Wayne coun¬ 
ty furnished six strikes and one duster. 
Marsh Bros, caught a dry hole in the 
neighborhood of Parmleyville. On th** 
Smith farm a local company got a well 
good for fifteen barrels, and the Penn 
Lubricating Company got a ten-barrel 
well on the Duncan lease. The be*t 
strike came In early in the week, the 
property* of the Dixie Oil Company, ami 
the capacity is placed at fifty barrels. 
The Boston concern got a well in the 
small class, which does five barrels. 
Many new wells have been commenced 
and a large number are due to be com¬ 
pleted within the next few days. No. 
31 of the Kentucky Colonels wlU be In 
within a day or so, and. being In the 
midst of a number of big producers, will 
no doubt come In good.

HIGH SCHOOL ALUMNAE. 


Movement Has Been Started By Asso¬ 
ciation To Interest All Grad¬ 
uates In the Work. 


Plans for a permanent home or club¬ 
house for the alumnae of the Female 
High School are taking definite shape, 
and it Is hoped to have a sum suffi¬ 
cient for thr* purchase of a handsome 
home raised during the next year. As 
a basis for this fund the Alumnae So¬ 
ciety now has $1,600, which was raised 
several years ago when the project was 
first broached. It was given renewed 
attention at the meeting of the alum¬ 
nae which was held Saturday after¬ 
noon. and the 250 graduates who form 
the association are now working on a 
plan which will result in securing the 
home if it is successful. 

Although there are 2.016 graduates 
of the school, only about 250 of them 
belong to the association, which was 
formed ten years ago. The plan now 
Is to get every graduate to Join the as¬ 
sociation. and by the payment of a cer¬ 
tain sum as initiation fee, raise the 
money which will be necessary for the 
purchase of a home favorably located, 
which will be used as a clubhouse. It 
will be maintained by annuul dues. It 
Is probable that some handsome old 
esldence will be bought for the pur- 
>se. and by interior changes converted 
to a suitable home. The number of 
•iauinnae Is large enough to carry- 
through the project If they will all 
unite toward the end. and those who 
are behind the movement for a perma¬ 
nent home will begin at once corre¬ 
spondence with all the alumnae urging 
their co-operation in the work. 

When the Alumnae Association was 
organized ten years ago it was with 
the purpose of raising sufficient money 
to purchase a home to be used as a 
club, and a sinking fund was estab¬ 
lished. This fund grew to $1,500, and 
then interest in the work seemed to 
fall. The fund stopped growing, and 
since that time has not been increased. 
New interest is being taken now in the 
work, and the chances seem to be good 
for a successful end to the movement. 
Mrs. Charles P Weaver and other 
prominent women are taking great in¬ 
terest in the work and will push it. 


CALL MINISTER. 


JAMES LEES MEMORIAL PRES¬ 
BYTERIAN CHURCH ACTS. 


The Rev. E. S. Wilson, Now Pastor 
of Middlesboro Church, Asked 
To Come To Louisville. 


After having been without a pastor 
for nearly six months, the James Lees 
Memorial Presbyterian church decided 
at its congregational meeting, held 
yesterday, to call the Kev. E. S. Wil¬ 
son. the pastor of the Presbyterian 
church in Middlesboro, Ky. The ses¬ 
sion of the James Lees church has 
carefully considered several prominent 
ministers for the charge, and finally 
laid the name of Mr. Wilson before the 
church yesterday. Mr. Wilson was 
given a unanimous call. » 

Mr. Wilson is a young man, and a 
progressive one, and while as yet he 
knows nothing officially »*i this call, it 
Is hoped and believed by the members 
of the James Lees church that he will 
accept the call. Mr. Wilson was grad¬ 
uated from Davidson College in 1894. 
and from the Louisville Seminary In 
1898. He was called to the Third Pres¬ 
byterian church In Louisville shortly 
after leaving the seminary'. After 
Rbout four years lie was called to Mid¬ 
dlesboro, where he now’ has charge. 

Speaking of Mr. Wilson, the Rev*. 
Henry H. Sweets said yesterday: "He 
Is one of the most eloquent men In the 
synod of Kentucky-, and is an inde 
fatlgable worker, which we need in this 
field.

EXPECT RUSH OF BEGGARS AFTER 

CLOSE OF THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Many Will Head For Louisville Oi Their Way South 
and Charity Organization Is Ready. 


Preparations are being made by the 
various charitable organizations anil 
friends of the homeless in Lo-uisville for 
the reveptlon of a grcat influx of beg¬ 
gars at the close of the World’s Fair, 
now nearing an end at St. Louis. It 
has been the experience of the officers 
of such associations that the close of 
such gatherings always flcoJs the coun¬ 
try for several weeks with individuals 
who either need aid or succeed in per¬ 
suading city officials that they cannot 
exist without assistance.. 

Such conditions are particul irty true 
at the end of an event such as the 
World's Fair has been. It is the cus¬ 
tom of such individuals to spend their 
summers in the North, and with the 
first touch of winter flee for the sunny 
warmth of the South, preceding the 
migratory birds to that locality. Had 
it not been for the Fair. the?e particu¬ 
lar birds would have siraggled to the 
places picked out for their winter’s 
work, anti would have worked their 
way during the past two months. 

The World’s Fair has been the flame 
which attracted these airy moths dur¬ 


ing the entire summer, however, and 
now that the frosts have come they are 
ttllil in the North, and with the first 
signs of a slack attend'ance at the Fa;r 
! will ru*h for south-bound trains—either 
pa&enger or freight—In order to reach 
their destination!?. Situated as it Is. 
Louisville twill receive the brunt of this 
, attack of beggars, peddlers, hucksters 
and thieves, and the charitable organ¬ 


izations and jails will be forced to 
withstand the attack. 

"We expect to have our hands full 
about the first of December.” said I>r. 
Edwin Hawes, -agent of the Louisville 
Charity Organization, yesterday after¬ 
noon. "and we are preparing for the 
ru«h. We always find that Louisville 
Is filled with such classes after such an 
exposition as the World’s Fair, al¬ 
though no more so than any other city. 
Tne city stands directly In the path 
or these wanderers, who will make a 
dash for the South, and we wfH be 
ready for them.” 

The police and detective departments 
are a!;*o making ready for this influx 
and expert to handle the crowd with 
as much ease as In previous years. 


SLAVE OF THE LAUDANUM HABIT 
RESCUED BY THE REV. W. M. BRUCE 


History of "the Tall Woman" Who Attends Services 
Regularly At Hope Rescue Mission. 


A woman of middle age. stooped and 
w earing upon her face the expression I 
of great suffering, may be seen nearly 
any night mingling with the strange 
congregation of men of the world— 
coming from all the walks of life—in 
the chapel of Hope Rescue Mission. 
It is apj»arent at the first glance that 
she is not there as a charitable worker, 
but afi a femaJe outcast who has sought 
shelter in the mission along with the 
men whose troubles have found balm 
in the religious services. 

In ewry fine of her tall frame, the 
marks of poverty, illness and sorrow 
may be seen. She walks about as one 
in deep agony, usually holding her 
hands folded in front of her. She com¬ 
plains of the cold when she has a seat 
next to the fire, and seems to forget 
herself and her sorrows only when the 
meeting Is at its height. The sight of 
this remarkable woman has caused 
comment because the mission Is pri¬ 
marily a place for men. # and seldom 
does a woman appear there, unless it 


be one who goes to administer and not 
to partake. 

“The Tall Woman," as she is called 
by the men. was found In the City 
Hospital several months ago by the 
Kev. W. M. Bruce. She w-as a slave to 
the use of laudanum and was thought 
to be on her deathbed. News of her 
condition was sent to heT brother, who 
is a prominent minister in Indiana, and 
her son, who fives In Louisville, and is 
su<x>essful in business, was apprised 
of his mother’s'whereabouts. Lit-tle by 
little, under the effect of special ef¬ 
forts. the woman became better, until 
she w-as dismissed from the hospital, 
opposed to be cured of the laudanum 
habit. 

Her brother has arranged to pay for 
her board and lodging in a residence 
opposite the Hope Rescue Mission, at 
Eighth and Jefferson streets. She nev¬ 
er misses a meeting and appears to be 
exceedingly zealous, but her strange 
appearance never fails to strike the 
stranger who opens the tniaplon door.
